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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

In  presenting  this  year’s  report  for  your  considera¬ 
tion,  we  feel  gratified  at  the  financial  condition  of  our 
Town  to-day.  The  result  has  been  obtained  by  the  co- 
operation  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments  that 
have  worked  solely  for  the  Town’s  interest,  analysis  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  accountant’s  report. 

The  auditor’s  report  you  will  find  interesting  and  we 
think  will  satisfy  the  layman  that  no  mistake  was  made 
by  the  installation  of  the  State  Accounting  system,  an 
accurate  check-up  on  each  department  is  made,  and 
over-drafts  are  a  thing  of  the  past. 

The  Selectmen  were  appointed  and  have  served  on 
several  committies,  one  of  the  most  important  at  this 
time  we  think  is  Road  Committee.  The  rapid  strides  in 
securing  better  roads  at  no  greater  expense  than  under 
the  old  system,  and  with  the  work  mapped  out  a  year 
in  advance,  we  feel  certain  more  has  been  accomplished 
than  under  the  old  “hit  and  miss”  method. 

Several  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year 
about  our  guide  boards  and  we  think  steps  should  be 
taken  to  enlighten  the  travelling  public  as  requested  by 
G.  L.  Chap.  85-sec.  1.  In  conformity  with  the  law  the 
boundary  lines  between  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  the 
Towns  of  Marshfield,  Norwell  and  Cohasset  were  per¬ 
ambulated  this  year,  bounds  and  street  marks  were  found 
in  good  order,  except  one  in  the  Gulf  stream  and  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  its  correction.  Signs  designat¬ 
ing  the  Town  lines  between  Scituate  and  Cohasset  were 
erected  by  the  Town  of  Cohasset,  Scituate  bearing  one- 
half  of  the  expense. 

The  increase  in  Auto  traffic  has  presented  many 
difficult  problems  and  one  of  the  most  important  is  side¬ 
walks  and  we  think  the  time  is  now  here  that  some  steps 
be  made  to  safeguard  our  pedestrians  and  our  sadly 
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neglected  sidewalks  will  have  to  be  made  passable.  They 
should  be  of  a  permanent  construction  and  the  surface 
such  as  to  encourage  the  using  of  it  in  preference  to  the 
street;  there  should  be  a  curbing  along  its  edge  and  the 
street  could  be  built  of  full  width  with  proper  gutters 
next  to  curb.  Clear  away  the  bushes,  etc.,  and  build, 
sidewalks  to  the  wall  or  party  line.  We  would  suggest  a 
committee  similar  to  the  Road  Committee  be  appointed,, 
and  a  certain  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  each  year 
and  sections  of  sidewalks  be  built  if  abutters  are  will¬ 
ing  to  contribute  his  section  given  preference. 

The  traffic  and  parking  problems  of  Front  Street  is 
still  unsolved,  complaints  have  been  made  to  this  office, 
by  both  customers  and  merchants  of  that  section  of  being^ 
unable  to  transact  business  on  account  of  congestion  that 
prevails  during  the  summer  months.  Other  parties  are 
unable  to  get  in  and  out  of  their  garages  because  the 
entrance  to  them  has  been  blocked  by  the  parking  of 
cars.  As  the  traffic  is  increasing  greatly  every  year, 
some  steps  must  be  taken  to  meet  this  demand.  The  at¬ 
traction  of  shore  line  and  water  front  is  responsible  for 
our  enormous  growth  the  last  few  years,  and  the  plan* 
submitted  to  the  Town  Meeting  held  Nov.  28th  we  are- 
confident  would  have  relieved  the  situation  as  far  as 
traffic  and  parking  are  concerned  for  the  next  twenty- 
five  years;  and  the  changing  of  the  unsightly  and  un¬ 
sanitary  conditions  that  now  exist  to  an  attractive  water¬ 
front  would  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Town  and  the 
expense  of  such  improvements  would  be  met  to  a  great 
extent  by  the  increase  in  value  of  adjacent  property.  It 
works  out  very  satisfactorily  in  other  towns  and  we  see  no 
reason  why  it  shouldn’t  do  the  same  here. 

The  question  of  a  new  Town  Hall  has  been  put  from 
time  to  time,  and  it  may  be  some  years  hence  before  we 
will  be  able  to  erect  one,  but  in  regard  to  Town  offices 
it  is  imperative  that  something  should  be  done  now.  A 
committee  could  be  appointed  to  have  plans  prepared  for 
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a  building  that  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Town, 
having  a  section  for  the  Town  offices  built  first  and  the 
rest  of  the  building  at  some  future  time.  The  detailed 
reports  of  the  several  departments  follow,  also  the  re¬ 
ports  of  several  committees.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  Jan¬ 
uary  1  to  December  31,  1925,  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This 
report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  sent  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward 
H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period 
from  January  1  to  December  31,  1925,  and  submit  the 
following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded 
on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  book  was  added,  analyzed,  and 
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checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  col¬ 
lecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  dis¬ 
bursements  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authoriz¬ 
ing  them. 

The  cash  on  hand  January  19,  1926,  was  verified  and 
the  bank  balance  was  reconciled  with  a  statement  of  the 
Rockland  Trust  Company. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  recon¬ 
ciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash. 

The  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitment  books  were 
footed  and  reconciled,  the  recorded  collections  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  as  shown  by 
the  treasurer’s  books,  and  the  abatements  were  checked 
to  the  records  of  the  assessors,  being  found  to  be  correct. 

The  outstanding  tax  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved,  being  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town.  Among  the  replies  re¬ 
ceived,  are  two,  which  are  now  being  investigated,  claim¬ 
ing  payment  of  1923  and  1924  taxes,  respectively.  With 
these  exceptions,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  accounts,  as  list¬ 
ed,  are  correct. 

The  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  was  verified 
by  an  actual  count. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  recon¬ 
ciliation  of  the  collector’s  cash  and  summaries  of  the  tax 
accounts. 

The  appropriation  accounts  kept  by  the  town  ac¬ 
countant  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of 
appropriations  and  transfers  as  voted  by  the  town,  and 
the  recorded  charges  against  them  were  checked  with 
the  records  of  payments  by  the  town  treasurer.  The 
transfers  from  the  reserve  account  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  advisory  committee,  and  the  vouchers  on 
file  were  examined. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  licenses  issued  for  dogs 
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and  for  hunting  and  fishing  were  examined,  and  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  state  and  county  treasurers  were  verified. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen  and  the  board  of  health  were  examined,  and 
the  receipts  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
and  also  the  records  of  receipts  of  the  school  department, 
were  examined,  and  the  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  given  bjy  the  treasurer  and  the  col¬ 
lector  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form.  A  receipted 
voucher  for  the  premium  on  the  town  clerk’s  bond  was  on 
file,  but  no  bond  has  been  issued.  I  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  a  bond  be  furnished  and  kept  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  in  the  custody  of  the  select¬ 
men  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  the  various  trust  funds,  were  examined  and  found 
to  be  correct. 

Tables,  showing  the  condition  of  the  several  funds, 
together  with  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1925,  are  appended 
to  this  report. 

It  was  noted  that  the  selectmen  have  followed  many 
of  the  recommendations  made  in  reports  of  previous 
audits;  the  work  of  the  collector’s  department  shows  im¬ 
provement;  and  the  town  accountant,  with  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  heads  of  the  various  departments,  has  kept 
the  accounts  in  a  careful  and  accurate  manner. 

For  the  co-operation  received  and  the  courtesies  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  several  town  officials  while  engaged  in  the 
audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  myself,  to 
express  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIC  CENTRE 

COMMITTEE 

The  committee  has  taken  pleasure  in  carrying  out 
the  vote  of  the  town  and  completed  the  construction  of 
the  grounds  at  the  Centre.  The  appropriation  was  not 
exceeded. 

The  next  five  years  will  show  a  very  marked  im¬ 
provement  in  the  appearance  of  the  grounds,  as  the  trees 
and  shrubs  will  need  that  time  to  develop.  The  area 
back  of  the  high  school  building  was  fenced  off  to  keep 
autos  away  from  the  newly  seeded  ground  until  the  sod 
was  well  formed. 

Of  course  much  will  depend  on  the  care  given  the 
grounds,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all,  both  old  and  young,  will 
take  pride  in  keeping  this  “homestead”  in  condition 
worthy  of  the  town.  Townspeople  and  visitors  as  well  as 
pupils  of  the  school  can  do  much  along  this  line. 

We  recommend  that  the  grounds  be  turned  over  to 
the  Park  Commission  for  general  care  and  oversight,  and 
that  they,  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Committee,  be 
empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  use  of  the  whole  area  as  shall  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  all. 

We  recommend  the  raising  of  a  small  sum  for  the 
erection  of  a  Band  Stand,  and  that  an  annual  appropria¬ 
tion  be  made  for  the  care  of  the  grounds  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Park  Commission.

J  o  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen . 

Gentlemen: 

The  engineers  appointed  by  your  board,  met  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  your  instructions,  and  elected  the  follow¬ 
ing  officers:  Chief,  Ernest  R.  Seaverns;  Assistant  Chief, 
Maurice  O’Hern;  Second  Assistant  Chief,  Louis  E.  Cole; 
Clerk,  Albert  F.  Turner;  District  Engineer,  Philip  L. 
Schuyler. 

During  the  year  we  have  purchased  one  thousand 
feet  of  double  jacket  hose,  five  rubber  coats,  and  five  pair 
of  firemen’s  boots  for  each  company.  The  fire  alarm  was 
put  into  operation  about  the  first  of  the  year,  and  it  has 
rendered  efficient  service  in  keeping  the  fire  losses  small, 
in  view  of  the  fact  there  were  more  fires  than  any  pre¬ 
vious  years.  The  property  damage  was  very  slight,  with 
the  exception  of  the  house  at  Brierwood  which  was  a  total 
loss.  The  selection  and  purchase  of  a  lot,  upon  which 
to  build  the  new  Fire  station,  at  Minot,  required  some 
canvassing.  But  we  were  at  last  able  to  buy  a  lot  from 
Mrs.  Eva  Graves,  and  we  think  the  location  is  ideal.  After 
careful  consideration  and  conference  with  Architect  and 
builders,  we  decided  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  was 
to  construct  a  Fire  Station  which  would  meet  not  only 
present  requirements  but  future  needs.  And  we  feel  this 
building  will  be  not  only  suitable  for  the  housing  of  the 
present  apparatus  and  its  caretaker,  but  is  of  sufficient 
size  for  such  additional  apparatus  which  a  growing  sec- 
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tion  will  demand,  and  with  all,  will  constitute  a  sightly 
as  well  as  a  serviceable  building.  The  history  of  such 
buildings  is  that  they  increase  the  taxable  valuation  of 
property  in  their  vicinity,  and  we  believe  that  the  in¬ 
creased  value  of  such  will  in  a  few  years  more  than  con¬ 
tribute  the  amount  of  its  cost.  We  have  labored  earnest¬ 
ly  in  securing  for  the  Town,  at  the  lowest  expense  possi¬ 
ble,  a  Fire  house  suitable  for  the  needs  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  and  trust  that  our  action  meets  with  your  approval. 
The  new  pumping  engine  was  purchased  with  appropria¬ 
tion  voted  at  our  annual  Town  meeting,  and  after  pass¬ 
ing  the  Underwriters’  test  was  put  into  commission.  In 
considering  the  applicants  for  driver,  we  selected  Howard 
Cole,  permanent,  and  Edward  .Hatton,  spare  driver.  We 
were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  these  two  faith¬ 
ful  men,  and  with  the  two  already  chosen  at  Engine  No. 
1,  we  have  made  a  fine  beginning.

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  had  several  still 
alarms  and  a  few  false.  While  the  Underwriters  were 
making  the  test  of  Engine  No.  2  we  thought  it  might  be 
well  to  have  Engine  No.  1  checked  up.  It  was  put  through 
the  test  and  found  it  was  making  its  full  capacity.  It 
was  then  put  in  paint  shop,  touched  up  and  revarnished, 
and  when  it  was  returned  it  was  as  good  as  new.  At 
present  we  have  no  street  boxes,  and  numbers  are  what 
we  call  phantom.  It  is  hoped,  however,  this  year  we 
might  be  able  to  make  an  addition  to  the  present  alarm 
system.  We  also  recommend  appropriation  sufficient  to 
purchase  a  piece  of  apparatus  for  Hose  No.  2,  the  present 
one  being  unsafe,  and  we  wish  it  might  be  replaced  be¬ 
fore  another  tragedy  occurs.  It  is  with  deep  regret  we 
have  to  report  the  first  fatality  that  has  occurred  in  the 
Department.  The  overturning  of  Engine  No.  1,  on 
December  24,  shortly  before  3  A.  M.,  while  responding  to 
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a  call  from  Norwell,  caused  the  loss  of  three  lives.  They 
gave  their  all. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  for  their  co-operation 
the  past  year,  especially  the  good  work  of  the  Police  in 
assisting  at  Fires.

Remarks  and  Recommendations 

The  summary  above  is  submitted  to  show  the  extent 
of  matters  handled  by  your  Police  Department,  most  of 
which  terminated  in  the  courts,  but  is  not  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department. 

It  is  an  old  maxim  (and  a  true  one)  that  a  police  offi¬ 
cer’s  efficiency  is  not  to  be  judged  by  the  number  of 
arrests  which  he  makes,  but  rather  by  the  absence  of 
crime  in  the  district  over  which  he  has  supervision. 

The  present  organization  started  to  function  in  May 
of  this  year  under  somewhat  of  a  handicap;  financially, 
and  because  your  present  Chief  of  Police  came  a  stranger 
to  your  town,  its  people  and  its  needs.  But  withal  we 
feel  that  the  department  has  rendered  a  good  account  of 
itself  and  that  honest  effort  and  loyal  co-operation  with¬ 
in  its  ranks  have  proven  successful  in  matters  pertaining 
to  police  work  in  Scituate. 

The  assistance  and  confidence  of  all  law  abiding  citi¬ 
zens  is  essential  at  all  times  in  the  efforts  of  your  police 
to  maintain  a  peaceful  community.  Encourage  your 
police  department  by  giving  them  your  confidence  and 
you  may  rest  assured  that  it  will,  be  too  deeply  appreci¬ 
ated  to  be  needlessly  violated.  Honest  criticism  is  always 
welcome  and  is  productive  of  much  good. 

The  establishing  of  headquarters  with  office  rooms, 
we  believe,  has  proved  its  worth,  but  further  repairs  are 
needed  badly.  The  building  should  be  painted  and  a 
heating  plant  installed.  A  set  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts  with  the  acts  and  resolves  to  date  and  such 
other  books  of  instruction  as  are  of  aid  in  police  work 
should  be  added  to  the  office  equipment. 

The  motorcycles  now  in  use  are  fast  depreciating, 
and  we  believe  it  would  be  good  business  economy  to  ex¬ 
change  them  for  lighter  machines. 
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We  recommend  another  full  time  motorcycle  officer 
during  the  summer  months.  This  appointment  would  aid 
materially  in  the  handling  of  the  ever  increasing  traffic 
jams  and  would  permit  us  to  have  two  men  in  the  harbor 
to  handle  the  traffic  evenings. 

We  feel  that  the  addition  of  the  extra  day  officer  has 
been  of  invaluable  aid  in  the  suppression  of  crime,  and 
particularly  in  the  prevention  of  vandalism  among  the 
cottages  of  the  summer  residents,  left  untenanted  during 
several  months  of  the  year.  This  officer  has  also  been  of 
great  assistance  in  the  handling  and  directing  of  traffic  at 
the  Jenkins  School  each  day,  and  undoubtedly  prevented, 
or  at  least  minimized,  the  possibility  of  accident  to  the 
children  attending  this  school. 

It  is  a  fortunate  circumstance  that  with  the  number 
of  auto  collisions  in  town  during  the  past  summer,  no  per¬ 
son  was  reported  seriously  injured.  In  this  connection, 
however,  we  feel  that  some  thought  should  be  given  to  a 
first  aid  station.  The  present  police  station  might  be  fit¬ 
ted  up  for  such  a  purpose  without  any  great  expense,  but 
some  arrangements  should  be  made  for  conveyance  to 
serve  as  an  ambulance;  possibly  with  local  garage 
owners. 

Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  install  a  police 
signal  system  in  town.  As  matters  now  stand,  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  get  in  touch  with  night  patrolmen  at  North 
Scituate,  Minot  and  the  Harbor,  especially  in  case  of  an 
emergency.  We  should  recommend  a  red  light  system, 
lights  to  be  suspended  over  the  highways  at  these  points, 
said  lights  to  be  operated  from  the  fire  stations  where  a 
man  is  constantly  on  duty. 

We  would  suggest  that  your  Board  take  some  action 
toward  causing  the  existing  Town  by-laws  to  be  compiled 
and  published  and  new  ones  added  when  it  appears  ex¬ 
pedient.  We  would  also  suggest  that  the  Board  should 
consider  some  rules — in  accordance  with  Article  2,  Sec¬ 
tion  2  of  the  Town  by-laws  —  to  regulate  the  coasting  on 
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the  highways.  If  some  place  wa*s  designated  where 
coasters  might  enjoy  the  sport  we  should  be  glad  to  detail 
officers  for  their  protection. 

The  police  budget  or  appropriation  for  the  past  year 
was  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Money  available  on  May  1st  was  insufficient  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  regular  officers,  with  the  approach 
of  the  summer  season  and  the  necessarily  heavier  expense 
attendant. 

The  budget  for  the  year  1926  will  call  for  a  greater 
sum,  which  will  be  itemized  to  show  how  it  is  intended  to 
be  spent. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks 
to  your  honorable  Board  for  the  invaluable  aid  and 
courtesy  extended  us  at  all  times;  to  the  Town  Account¬ 
ant  for  the  many  obliging  and  willing  acts  of  kindness  in 
doing  the  typewriting  for  the  department,  and  also  to  the 
police  officers  of  this  department  for  their  loyalty  and 
zealousness  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them.

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Generous  contributions  were  made  to  the  Service  by 
the  Scituate  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross,  Scituate  Woman’s 
Club,  North  Scituate  Welfare  League,  and  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Serving  Circle. 

The  proceeds  of  the  Moving  Picture  put  on  during 
the  summer  were  $64.75. 

It  was  decided  to  spend  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
Christmas  Seal  Sale  for  Welfare  Work  in  Scituate.  Of 
that  sum  $64.00  was  expended  for  care  of  a  child  at  Sun¬ 
light  Hospital.  The  balance  ($103.55)  will  be  used  as 
needed  for  under-nourished  patients.

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate : 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  a  Clean-Up  Committee  consisting  of 
three  members  of  the  Scituate  Woman’s  Club  and  two 
members  of  the  Village  Brotherhood  at  North  Scituate 
was  appointed  and  organized  early  in  April.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  made  its  plans  and  through  the  co-operation  of 
the  pastors  of  the  various  churches,  the  local  paper,  and 
the  management  of  the  motion  picture  house  in  advertis¬ 
ing  the  dates  and  arrangements  for  the  work,  excellent 
results  were  obtained  in  having  the  winter  accumulation 
of  rubbish  carted  away.  However,  much  better  work 
can  be  done  by  the  contractors  removing  the  rubbish  if 
all  wishing  the  service  will  co-operate  in  having  the  con¬ 
tainers  ready  on  the  dates  advertised. 

Two  or  three  new  cans  should  be  purchased  during 
the  current  year  and  placed  where  they  will  do  the 
greatest  good.  However,  without  the  co-operation  of  the 
citizens  the  papers  cannot  be  kept  off  the  streets  and  we 
urge  increased  energy  in  this  direction  that  our  villages 
may  be  kept  as  tidy  looking  as  possible. 

The  increasing  number  of  visitors  coming  to  our 
town  makes  the  work  of  the  Clean-Up  Committee  more 
important  and  the  expense  of  the  service  has  increased 
slightly  so  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  this  year  is 
$300.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSION 

T o  the  Citizens  of  Scituate 

We  hereby  present  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
1925,  which  we  feel  has  been  a  very  successful  year. 

The  plots  around  town  have  been  mowed  and  kept 
in  as  good  condition  as  possible  although  some  are  not  as 
smooth  as  we  would  like  to  have  them  owing  to  their 
being  cut  up  by  automobiles  running  over  the  corners. 

We  are  in  hopes  to  have  money  enough  this  coming 
year  to  put  a  curbing  around  some  of  the  principal  ones 
as  that  is  the  only  way  we  can  protect  them. 

The  curbing  around  Lawson  Park  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  we  think  this  time  next  year  the  Park  will 
look  better  than  it  ever  has  before. 

Through  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Health  we 
have  filled  in  a  large  part  of  the  pond  back  of  the  Park¬ 
ing  space  at  Minot,  thereby  converting  an  unhealthy,  un¬ 
sightly  dump  into  a  useful  addition  to  our  Parking  Space. 

We  found  that  our  taking  of  Pegotty  Beach  in  Nov. 
1924,  was  not  legal,  so  in  accordance  with  a  vote  taken 
at  a  special  town  meeting  in  Nov.  1925  we  have  now 
legally  taken  the  beach  and  it  is  so  recorded  in  Plymouth. 
We  feel  that  this  town  needs  several  public  bathing 
beaches  and  would  recommend  that  the  town  take  all 
available  land  for  such  purposes. 

The  Park  Commission  feel  that,  with  their  ever  in¬ 
creasing  work,  this  department  will  soon  be  one  of  the 
most  important  in  town  and  would  ask  the  citizens  to 
co-operate  with  us  and  try  to  make  Scituate  the  most  at¬ 
tractive  town  on  the  South  Shore.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  met  at  the  town  hall  on  April  27th 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  Frederic  T.  Bailey  as 
chairman  and  Walter  Haynes  as  secretary,  neither  of 
whom  was  present. 

It  was  thought  best  to  divide  the  committee  into  two 
sub-committees  for  better  work,  one  on  Legislation  and 
Rates,  and  the  other  on  Locations  of  lights. 

Since  the  efforts  of  the  committee  last  year  seemed 
unavailing  so  far  as  a  sweeping  reduction  in  rates  was 
concerned,  it  was  decided  to  suspend  further  action  until 
the  experiment  of  the  Electric  Light  Company  with  a  new 
basis  for  charges  had  been  tried  out.  This  would  put  a 
slightly  heavier  charge  on  the  small  user,  as  the  company 
claims  that  every  one  of  these  had  been  served  at  a  loss, 
and  a  reduction  in  rate  to  the  larger  user.  However,  each 
user  was  given  the  choice  as  to  which  plan  he  desired  to 
be  served  under. 

The  Location  committee  received  a  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  for  lights,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  was  asked  for 
suggestions  as  to  better  locations  of  lights  to  accommo¬ 
date  traffic.  The  ground  was  gone  over  and  such  changes 
and  additions  made  as  seemed  wise.  The  cost  of  light¬ 
ing  is  shown  in  the  financial  reports. 

We  feel  that  a  Lighting  committee  should  be  chosen 
for  the  coming  year,  and  that  future  additions  to  the 
system  be  made  by  them,  after  considering  all  the  factors 
in  detail.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate : 

During  the  past  year  I  have  followed  the  customary 
policy  of  spending  as  much  of  my  appropriation  as  was 
absolutely  needed  for  repairs  and  up-keep  work,  in  set¬ 
ting  out  and  replacing  young  trees.  I  have  set  out  one 
hundred  and  fifty  trees.  One  hundred  Maples,  twenty- 
five  Elms  and  twenty-five  Lindens. 

The  up-keep  of  growing  trees  is  by  no  means  an  un¬ 
important  part  of  the  tree  warden’s  work.  Trees,  young 
and  old,  must  be  pruned;  dead  limbs  must  be  cut  out; 
cavities  carefully  cleaned  and  filled  with  cement. 

Splitting  and  cracking  of  limbs  must  be  prevented 
by  bolting,  and  other  needs  looked  after. 

Scituate  has  over  one  hundred  miles  of  roads.  Some 
of  the  back  roads  have  a  natural  growth  of  Ash,  Elm  and 
Maple,  which  make  very  good  shade  trees. 

We  also  have  some  very  dangerous  corners  about 
town  that  must  be  kept  clear  and  mowed  every  year  to 
avoid  accidents. 

I  wish  to  state  that  the  Scituate  Tree  Warden  has  no 
right  to  prune  or  order  to  prune  in  the  State  highway  be¬ 
tween  the  Cohasset  line  and  Marshfield  line.  That  work 
comes  under  the  Public  Works  Commission,  Middleboro, 
Mass,  or  State  House,  Boston. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  shown  interest  in  my 
work  in  the  past  year,  and  hope  they  will  continue  to 
show  interest  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FORESTRY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

At  the  last  Town  Meeting,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  was  appropriated  for  forestry  purposes  and  the 
same  Committee  was  appointed  to  serve. 

A  great  showing  has  been  made  on  the  Town  Forest, 
as  the  lot  has  been  cleaned  of  briers  and  dead  wood  and 
all  debris  burned.  Unfortunately  rubbish  had  been 
dumped  there  during  the  summer,  but  this  too  has  been 
taken  care  of. 

The  Town  at  its  last  meeting  also  voted  to  make  the 
Town  Forest  a  Bird  and  Game  Sanctuary.  The  committee 
hopes  in  the  near  future  to  put  up  signs  which  will  desig¬ 
nate  this  fact. 

Interest  in  town  forestry  is  steadily  growing.  This 
past  year  twenty-four  have  been  added,  making  a  total 
of  sixty-five  town  forests  in  Massachusetts,  and  over  one 
hundred  other  towns  are  investigating  the  possibility  of 
creating  town  forests. 

This  movement  is  not  confined  to  Massachusetts  but 
is  nation-wide. 

That  we  have  made  such  a  good  beginning  is  a 
credit  to  Scituate,  and  we  hope  that  the  Town  will  con¬ 
tinue  this  good  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee : 

May  I  call  your  attention  at  this  time  to  some  statis¬ 
tics  concerning  the  financial  standing  of  Scituate  among 
the  towns  of  the  Commonwealth?  The  figures  used 
were  compiled  at  the  office  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  from  reports  received  from  each  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  in  July  of  each  year,  and  are  as  accurate 
as  it  is  possible  for  such  records  to  be. 

Notice  first  that  Scituate  leads  all  towns  of  the  State 
with  population  less  than  5000  in  valuation  per  pupil  in 
school,  and  is  ranked  sixth  in  this  respect  if  all  cities  are 
included  in  the  list. 

One  would  expect  under  these  conditions  that  the 
tax  rate  for  support  of  schools,  $5.38  per  $1000  of  valu¬ 
ation,  would  be  relatively  low.  That  such  is  the  case, 
is  indicated  by  the  rank  343.  There  are  355  towns  and 
cities  in  Massachusetts.  342  out  of  355  tax  themselves 
more  for  education  than  does  Scituate.  Only  12  tax 
themselves  less  than  does  Scituate. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  further  that  the  school  tax 
rate  is  actually  less  this  year  than  for  the  two  preceding 
years;  that  is,  although  the  total  appropriation  for 
schools  has  increased  the  increase  has  been  taken  care 
of  by  still  more  rapid  increase  in  valuation,  so  that  with 
a  smaller  tax  rate  we  have  had  available  an  actual  in¬ 
crease  in  funds  for  school  purposes.  This  is  gratifying 
to  us  all. 

Another  factor  in  holding  school  taxes  down  appears 
in  the  amount  received  from  the  state  as  reimbursements 
from  the  state  tax.  By  retaining  teachers  of  Class  1 
rating,  and  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating 
to  state  aid  for  vocational  courses,  we  have  secured  an 
increasing  reimbursement  each  year  as  follows: 

21- 22  $4793.31 

22- 23  $5118.04 
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And  this  year  we  shall  receive  from  all  sources  $5735.94. 
This  sum  is  used  annually  by  the  assessors  to  reduce  the 
levy  voted  in  town  meeting. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  school  costs,  Scituate  is  fortu¬ 
nate  in  experiencing  a  large  increase  in  valuation  with 
a  small  increase  in  school  population,  so  that  it  is  rela¬ 
tively  easy  to  provide  the  best  equipment  for  our  schools. 
May  it  not  be  true  that  the  fact  that  Scituate  has  so  con¬ 
sistently  done  this  for  many  years,  is  one  strong  factor 
in  bringing  desirable  people  to  invest  and  locate  in  Scitu¬ 
ate? 

i 

Again  the  expenditure  per  pupil  in  Scituate,  from 
local  taxation  only,  is  $118.94,  the  eighth  highest  in  the 
state.  It  is  frequently  said,  “I  pay  taxes  enough/’  etc. 
Let  such  do  a  little  figuring  and  be  convinced  that  the 
$5.38  tax  per  $1000  of  valuation  which  they  pay  brings 
the  biggest  dividends  of  financial  sort  of  any  money  they 
spend.  For  if  they  have  only  one  child  in  school  they 
must  have  property  valued  at  not  less  than  $20,000  to 
have  their  school  tax  pay  for  that  one  pupil’s  schooling, 
and  some  have  several  children  in  the  school;  in  other 
words,  the  great  majority  of  us  receive  in  school  bills 
paid,  many  times  what  we  pay  in  school  tax.  These 
facts  are  cited  for  the  information  of  any  who  care  to 
know  and  not  as  arguments  for  financial  expenditure. 
Arguments  of  this  sort  are  not  needed  in  Scituate. 

Another  question  a  stranger  asks  concerns  the 
efficiency  of  the  schools.  Certain  facts  are  significant. 
Jenkins  School  is  now  almost  completely  on  the  one- 
grade-to-a-teacher  plan,  each  grade  averaging  less  than 
thirty  pupils.  This  condition  has  prevailed  for  three 
years  in  the  lowest  grades. 

I  am  pleased  to  add  my  testimony  to  that  of  the 
teachers,  to  the  marked  superiority  of  the  work  accom¬ 
plished,  particularly  in  these  three  grades.  We  confi¬ 
dently  look  for  splendid  achievements  from  these  chil¬ 
dren  who  are  getting  the  benefit  of  these  favorable  con- 
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ditions  for  instruction,  as  they  advance  through  the 
grades. 

Nor  is  efficiency  found  only  in  the  three  lower 
grades.  The  next  three  grades  are  this  year  in  separate 
rooms,  and  the  results  already  confirm  the  contention  of 
those  who  place  the  blame  for  failures  on  crowded  con¬ 
ditions  rather  than  on  backwardness  of  pupils  or  weak¬ 
ness  of  teachers. 

Circumstances  require  that  grades  seven  and  eight 
be  together.  Neither  of  these  two  grades  has  been  by 
itself  since  leaving  the  primary  room.  We,  who  are  with 
them  continually,  are  very  conscious  of  the  loss  this  has 
been  to  them.  *

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THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  atmosphere  about  the  High  School  is  noticeably 
changed  for  the  better  this  year.  The  quiet,  insistent 
pressure  of  Principal  Martin  and  his  staff  for  real  scholar¬ 
ship  and  voluntary  participation  in  educational  activities 
which  make  for  good  citizenship  is  evidently  bearing 
fruit.  The  following  facts  were  collated  at  my  request: 

More  than  75%  of  the  last  three  graduating  classes 
went  directly  from  the  school  into  various  clerical  posi¬ 
tions  or  to  some  higher  institution  of  learning. 

Of  the  seventeen  members  of  the  class  of  1925, 
thirteen  are  in  responsible  positions,  which  they  secured 
previous  to  graduation  or  very  soon  after,  or  are  con¬ 
tinuing  their  education  in  other  schools. 

Thirteen  members  of  the  present  senior  class  are 
expecting  to  carry  on  their  education  in  other  institutions 
after  graduation.  At  least  ten  of  the  class  will  in  all 
probability  be  qualified  to  go  directly  into  office  positions. 

Of  the  class  of  1926  at  least  five  are  preparing  to 
enter  a  Liberal  Art’s  College  next  year;  three  a  State 
Normal  School,  and  five,  schools  for  special  training. 

The  enrollment  by  departments  is  interesting. 
Thirty-four  are  taking  a  college  preparatory  course 
definitely.  Eighteen  are  in  the  commercial  school,  and 
twenty-two  others  are  candidates  for  the  commercial 
school  when  they  shall  have  become  Juniors.  Twenty- 
nine  girls  are  taking  some,  or  all  of  the  instruction  offered 
in  Household  Arts.  Twenty-nine  boys  formed  the  first 
year’s  group  in  Practical  Arts.  Sixty-eight  pupils  are 
registered  in  the  Fine  Art’s  Department,  and  an  equal 
number  in  Vocal  Music,  twenty  of  whom  are  boys  and 
members  of  the  Boys’  Glee  Club.  Eighteen  are  studying 
in  the  Orchestra.  Comparison  of  these  figures  with 
corresponding  figures  of  the  other  schools  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-five  pupils  is  pleasing,  both  in  respect 
to  opportunity  given  by  the  school  and  in  results  obtained. 

Eighty-one  pupils  have  voluntarily  formed  an  Ath- 
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letic  Association.  Now  that  the  athletic  field  is  an 
assured  fact,  a  decided  advance  in  this  department  of 
training  is  expected.

The  views  of  the  pupils  expressed  in  a  paragraph 
written  by  many  of  them  on  the  high  school  are  full  of 
interest.  Each  department  has  its  quota  of  supporters 
and  there  is  a  very  large  majority  who  testify  to  the 
change  of  attitude  in  regard  to  scholarship  and  conduct, 
which  I  have  already  mentioned.  The  pleas  of  these 
pupils  for  a  gtymnasium  are  without  exception  prefaced 
by  a  strongly  phrased  appreciation  of  the  athletic  field 
toward  the  using  of  which  all  look  with  great  interest. 
But  the  most  gratifying  thing  to  a  thoughtful  reader  of 
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these  letters  is  the  evidence  that  the  efforts  made  to 
emphasize  ideals  of  scholarship  and  to  create  a  sane 
and  helpful  school  spirit  are  succeeding.  As  a  sample 
of  this  most  commendable  spirit  I  have  selected  a  por¬ 
tion  of  one  letter. 


WHAT  AM  I  GETTING  OUT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL? 

Too  often  I  hear  people  say;  “Why  don’t 
you  take  something  practical?  What  good  is 
your  History,  French,  and  Latin  going  to  do 
you?  But  then,  I  never  did  believe  in  high 
school.  They  never  teach  anything  practical.” 

I  am  glad  that  I  can  answer  their  questions  and 
tell  them  that  Scituate  High  School  offers  prac¬ 
tical  courses. 

When  I  entered  high  school  I  had  a  vague 
idea  that  the  English  language  had  always 
been  just  as  it  is  today.  But  when  I  began  to 
study  Latin,  and  later  on,  French,  I  found  out 
where  most  of  our  English  words  come  from. 
When  I  am  reading,  I  often  find  words  which  I 
have  never  seen  before  and  my  Latin  helps  me 
to  find  out  the  definitions  without  (Consulting  a 
dictionary,  and  nine  times  out  of  ten,  I  am  right. 

Then  in  regard  to  their  statement:  “I  never 
did  believe  in  high  school.  They  never  teach 
anything  that  is  practical.”  Most  always  I 
say:  “Have  you  heard  about  the  Manual 

Training  Classes?  This  course  is  open  to  all 
boys  and  gives  them  an  excellent  chance  that 
they  may  use  in  later  life,  or,  a  good  background 
should  they  attend  a  higher  institution,  like 
Wentworth.”  Or,  “Have  you  heard  about  the 
wonderful  work  Miss  Elliott  is  doing  in  the 
Commercial  Classes?  Have  you  heard  about 
the  certificates  and  awards  for  speed  and  ac- 
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curacy  many  of  the  junior  and  senior  girls  are 
winning?  Or  perhaps  you  haven’t  heard  all 
about  the  Household  Art  Classes,  where  any 
girl  who  wishes  may  learn  how  to  sew,  cook, 
etc.,  or  how  the  Household  Art  classes  carry  on 
our  school  cafeteria  with  the  help  of  Miss  Bar- 
rows  and  Miss  Howe?” 

Invariably  the  answer  is:  “Well,  you 
certainly  know  how  to  defend  your  school. 
There  is  nothing  like  school  spirit.  I’ll  take 
back  my  statement  about  high  school  not  teach¬ 
ing  the  pupils  anything.”  But  once  in  a  while 
some  one  will  say:  “Oh,  yes,  I’ve  heard  about 
everything  you  are  doing.  But  do  the  pupils 
take  an  interest  in  these  things?  As  far  as  I 
can  see  all  high  school  pupils  think  about  is 
destroying  school  or  town  property  or  some¬ 
thing  equally  wrong.” 

I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
is  no  help  for  that  kind  of  people. 

The  other  day  an  old  friend  of  my  mother 
said,  “I  suppose  you  will  have  an  argument  al¬ 
ready  if  I  should  ask  you  about  your  History?” 
I  replied  that  I  certainly  should.  Then  she 
asked,  “Can  you  tell  me  why  the  average  pupil 
does  not  like  History,  and  what  good  is  it  doing 
you?”  I  told  her  that  the  average  pupil  did 
like  history,  but  I  also  added,  that  a  great 
many  pupils  didn’t.  I  didn’t  know  why  they 
didn’t.  I’m  not  even  sure  why  I  don’t  like  it 
as  well  as  my  English  or  French.  But  history 
is  good  for  one  to  know  because  if  we  study 
history,  we  learn  how  people  lived  and  gov¬ 
erned  themselves  centuries  ago  and  continuing 
right  up  to  the  present  moment.  I  know  from 
my  history  that  we  get  a  little  of  our  govern¬ 
ment  from  the  Romans. 
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When  I  leave  high  school  I  shall  know 
more  what  good  I  got  from  my  high  school 
education.  I  know  now,  that  I  am  learning 
how  to  obey  small  rules  and  regulations  that 
will  help  me  later  on.  I  know,  also,  that  high 
school  has  taught  me  the  spirit  of  teamwork 
and  loyalty. 


It  is  gratifying  also  to  know  that  our  efforts  to  excel 
in  our  class  of  schools  are  recognized  beyond  the  im¬ 
mediate  community. 

The  Art  Department  through  its  exhibit  at  the  fair, 
poster  contests  and  participation  of  its  director  in  sum¬ 
mer  school  and  convention  programs  is  favorably  known 
over  a  large  area,  reflecting  credit  upon  Scituate.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  Music  Department.  This  year  the 
Commercial  Department  has  won  recognition  of  this 
sort  under  the  energetic  leadership  of  Miss  Elliott. 

It  seems  fitting  that  our  people  should  know  the 
following :

In  Mr.  Barnhart’s  article  in  the  November 
“Shorthand  Teacher,”  he  says  that  “startling 
though  it  may  seem  to  a  business  man  or  to  an 
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advocate  of  vocational  training  in  the  public 
schools,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  not  one  hundred 
public  schools  in  this  country  have  a  minimum 
of  speed  and  high  standard  of  accuracy  in  tran¬ 
scribing  as  a  prerequisite  for  graduation  from 
their  shorthand  course.” 

I  am  enclosing  my  paper  (see  below)  for 
publication  as  a  very  satisfactory  program  for 
the  small  high  school,  since  we  do  have  a 
definite  minimum  standard  for  both  promotion 
and  graduation.

“My  dear  Miss  Elliott: 

“Your  article  on  ‘Training  for  Business’  has  just 
been  set  up  in  type  for  use  in  the  American  Shorthand 
Teacher. 

“We  take  pleasure  in  sending  you  herewith  check 
in  payment  at  our  regular  rates  for  the  American  Short¬ 
hand  Teacher. 

“We  feel  sure  that  this  article  will  be  of  interest  and 
value  to  many  teachers  of  commercial  subjects.” 

Extracts  from  “Training  for  Business”  (The  article 
referred  to  above). 

“When  fixing  a  minimum  standard  for  promotion 
and  graduation,  I  wrote  to  a  number  of  schools  near 
Scituate,  but  received  replies  from  only  two.  I  asked  for 
their  requirements  and  standards;  and  I  found  from  these 
replies  that  we  had  a  very  much  higher  standard  than 
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they,  so  with  a  little  revision,  kept  that  which  had  been 
set. 

“In  order  to  get  into  the  senior  class,  the  juniors  have 
to  pass  a  complete  theory  test  in  shorthand,  and  they  also 
must  be  able  to  write  sixty  words  a  minute  for  three 
minutes  on  new  letters,  and  last  year  one  junior  won  the 
sixty-word  solid  matter  transcription  certificate. 

“In  typewriting,  each  one  must  pass  a  ten-minute 
speed  test  on  new  matter,  writing  twenty-five  words  with 
no  more  than  five  errors. 

“Besides  the  speed  test,  each  one  must  transcribe 
satisfactorily  the  letter  which  he  takes  in  shorthand  at 
sixty  words. 

“In  order  to  get  a  commercial  diploma  in  stenog¬ 
raphy,  the  seniors  must  write  at  one  hundred  words  a 
minute  on  new  letter  material  and  in  typewriting  do  forty 
words  a  minute  for  fifteen  minutes.  As  I  have  said  be¬ 
fore,  this  is  a  minimum.  We  have  had  pupils  who  have 
written  at  sixty-five,  seventy  and  ninety-five  words  for 
fifteen  minutes  on  the  typewriter.  In  shorthand  our 
maximum  has  been  130  words  on  letters,  while  every  one 
in  last  year’s  class  won  a  transcription  certificate  on  the 
100-word  test. 

“If  after  taking  the  work  for  two  years  a  pupil 
fails  to  reach  the  standards  he  gets  credit  towards  a  gen¬ 
eral  diploma  and  he  may  graduate.  We  have  held 
strictly  to  this  plan  of  granting  no  commercial  diplomas 
to  those  who  fail  to  reach  the  minimum  requirements. 
And  since  the  pupil  knows  early  in  the  senior  year 
whether  his  work  is  qualifying,  no  one  ever  questions  it 
when  he  receives  a  general  diploma  after  taking  com¬ 
mercial  work  for  two  years. 

“All  the  results  which  I  have  given  here  are  those 
which  we  can  measure  only  by  figures  and  certificates, 
but  the  biggest  result  which  we  see  in  Scituate  under  this 
new  sytem  is  the  increase  in  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
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pupils  to  do  good  work.  When  there  was  no  standard, 
anything  was  good  enough  —  now  only  their  best 
satisfies/' 


MANUAL  TRAINING  FOR  BOYS 

The  plans  proposed  a  year  ago  for  offering  instruc¬ 
tion  for  manual  arts  for  boys  were  put  into  operation  in 
September.  We  sought  the  advice  of  the  Director  of 
Training  at  Fitchburg  Normal  School  as  to  the  extent  of 
the  work  to  be  undertaken  and  the  instructor.  On  his 
recommendation  we  secured  Mr.  Stanley  Kruszyna  for 
instructor  and  planned  for  instruction  in  carpentry,  sheet 
metal  work  and  wood  finishing.  Mr.  Kruszyna  took  his 
class  into  the  basement  of  the  old  high  school,  into  what 
was  last  year  the  coal  bin.  The  basement  is  now  a  clean, 
attractive  and  usable  shop.  All  of  the  work  has  been 
done  by  the  boys.  The  benches  are  of  approved  models 
and  are  built  at  a  saving  of  over  fifty  per  cent  in  cost. 

Now  that  the  shop  is  equipped,  work  is  begun  on  in¬ 
dividual  projects.  Before  long  the  finished  articles  of 
furniture  and  cabinet  work  will  be  ready  for  exhibition. 
The  interest  and  industry  of  the  boys  in  this  department 
is  very  gratifying.  A  visit  to  the  shop  during  school 
hours  should  convince  the  most  skeptical  of  the  great 
educational  value  of  this  work. 

The  turnover  in  teachers  is  small.  Our  teachers 
stay  with  us.  Breaks  in  organization  and  administration 
are  injurious  because  they  delay  or  prevent  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  any  worthwhile  undertaking  in  school  organiza¬ 
tion  and  achievement.  Adjustment  of  the  curriculum  is 
the  problem  of  today.  What  shall  we  teach  to  best  fit 
for  living  in  our  modern  civilization?  The  old  education 
does  not  fit.  It  has  served  its  time.  A  modified  training 
must  be  provided  if  the  expenditure  for  schools  is  to  be 
justified.  Our  teachers  are  responsive  to  this  problem 
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and  are  trying  to  contribute  to  its  solution  here  in 
Scituate.  We  are  revising  our  program  in  English  in  the 
high  school  and  in  geography  and  arithmetic  in  the 
grades.  An  equitable  division  of  opportunity  for  the 
college-bound  and  the  industrial-minded  is  being  sought. 

AMERICANIZATION 

There  is  but  one  new  phase  of  educational  work 
pressing  for  attention.  The  foreign  population  is  increas¬ 
ing  and  bringing  to  us  here,  as  it  has  elsewhere,  political 
and  social  problems.  Opportunity  should  be  given  those 
of  foreign  birth  to  learn  the  English  language,  as  well 
as  the  principles  of  our  government.  The  Commonwealth 
bears  half  of  the  expense  for  the  maintenance  of  evening 
classes  for  the  education  of  adults  of  foreign  birth.  A 
small  appropriation  for  this  purpose  should  be  made  in 
this  year’s  budget  and  plans  made  now  for  a  session  of 
evening  classes  to  be  conducted  next  fall  and  winter.

There  are  some  features  of  school  work  that  are 
utilized  to  a  large  extent  after  leaving  the  grades, 
whether  we  continue  on  in  study  or  go  at  once  to  work. 
A  good  legible  hand-writing  is  something  that  proves 
“worth-while”  whatever  one  may  do. 

My  “objective”  as  a  supervisor  is  to  outline  some 
special  phase  of  work  and  to  emphasize  those  principles 
that  will  develop  the  individual  along  my  line. 

A  grade  teacher  of  a  necessity  sees  mainly  the  work 
done  day  by  day  in  her  own  room,  but  the  supervisor 
passes  from  grade  to  grade  and  thus  has  the  opportunity 
to  make  helpful  suggestions  and  offer  guidance  from  the 
beginning  of  letter  formation  up  to  the  point  where  it  is 
possible  to  accomplish  a  finishing  process  and  evolve  a 
“style”  for  the  individual  pupil. 

Teachers  also  discover  means  of  getting  the  penman¬ 
ship  lessons  “across”  to  their  particular  grade  —  this  a 
supervisor  is  quick  to  note  and  can  pass  on  the  helpful 
ideas  to  others  whom  she  may  visit  in  the  course  of  her 
work.

REPORT  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD 


For  the  Town  of  Scituate  upon  the  Warrant  for  the 
Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  March  2,  1925 


To  the  Voters  of  Scituate: 

The  Advisory  Board  is  pleased  to  make  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations  on  the  various  Articles  in  the  Town  Warrant,  and  is 
gratified  at  the  prospect  it  presents  if  these  recommendations 
are  adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Warrant  calls  for  appropriations  of  nearly  $400,000. 
The  total  sum  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Board  is  $352,937.56, 
of  which  $30,000  can  be  taken  from  the  “  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Account.”*  $5,000  can  be  taken  from  the  “  Overlay  Surplus  ” 
and  $317,937.56  will  be  raised  from  the  tax  levy.  This,  less  the 
usual  credits  due  the  Town,  together  with  the  average  increase 
in  valuation,  should  bring  the  tax  rate  well  within  $28  per 
thousand. 

The  success  of  the  Road  Committee  working  in  co-operation 
with  the  Highway  Surveyor  has  been  so  complete  the  Board 
strongly  advises  a  continuance  of  this  policy.  We  therefore 
recommend  the  adoption  of  Article  17. 

The  various  Articles  calling  for  appropriations  for  roads  have 
been  treated  as  in  the  past  two  years.  A  lump  sum  of  $30,000 
has  been  recommended  to  care  for  all  the  new  work  under  Articles 
17  and  18.  Should  these  Articles  be  acted  on  favorably,  all  the 
Articles  calling  for  appropriations  for  new  road  construction  can 
be  cared  for  out  of  this  sum  under  the  direction  of  the  Road 
Committee. 

If  Articles  17  and  18  are  adopted,  Articles  19,  20,  21,  24,  25, 
26,  36,  37,  38,  39  and  41  should  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  following  are  our  recommendations: 

In  the  estimated  expenses  we  recommend  an  increase  in 
General  Government  from  $12,300  to  $12,500.  We  also  recommend 
an  increase  in  Hydrant  Rental  from  $16,800  to  $16,900  to  provide 
for  Article  56. 

*The  “Excess  and  Deficiency  Account”  is  a  fund  which  has  been  accu¬ 
mulating  over  a  period  of  years ;  is  made  up  of  various  surpluses  and  now 
amounts  to  some  $58,000.00

Tn  submitting  the  report  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen* 
we  are  sure  all  will  be  gratified  by  the  excellent  financial 
condition  of  our  Town.  Complete  details  of  our  financial 
condition  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Accountant- 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  let  the  contract  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  Town  Way  east  of  Front  Street. 
The  work  is  partially  completed,  but  at  the  present  time  is 
held  up  due  to  the  winter  conditions.  The  dredging  and 
the  remainder  of  the  filling  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
spring  in  time  to  accommodate  the  summer  congestion.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  January  1  to 
December  31,  1926,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of 
a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief 
Examiner  of  this  Division.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  ' 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from 
January  1  to  December  31,  1926,  and  submit  the  following 
report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  Town,  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  money  for 
the  Town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined 
and  checked  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  book  was  added,  analyzed,  and 
checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collect¬ 
ing  money  for  the  Town  and  with  the  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  Town  treasury.  The  dis¬ 
bursements  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
them. 
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The  cash  on  hand  January  17,  1927,  was  verified  and 
the  bank  balance  was  reconciled  with  a  statement  of  the 
Rockland  Trust  Company. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcili¬ 
ation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash. 

The  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitment  books  were  footed 
and  reconciled,  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s 
books,  and  the  abatements  were  checked  to  the  assessors’ 
records  of  abatements  granted. 

The  outstanding  tax  accounts  were  listed  and  proved, 
being  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  Town.  From  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the 
accounts  as  listed  are  correct. 

The  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  was  verified  bv 

t/ 

an  actual  count. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcilia¬ 
tion  of  the  collector’s  cash  and  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts. 

The  appropriation  accounts  kept  by  the  Town  account¬ 
ant  were  checked  with  the  Town  clerk’s  records  of  appropri¬ 
ations  and  transfers  as  voted  by  the  Town,  and  the  recorded 
charges  against  them  were  checked  with  the  records  of  pay¬ 
ments  bv  the  Town  treasurer.  The  transfers  from  the 
reserve  account  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
advisory  committee,  and  the  vouchers  on  file  were  examined. 
In  checking  the  bills  and  payrolls  it  was  found  that  unpaid 
bills  amounting  to  $3,909.21,  presented  by  the  fire,  forest 
fire,  and  school  departments,  were  in  the  accountant’s  hands 
on  December  31,  1926,  the  appropriations  against  which 
they  were  chargeable  having  been  exhausted.  In  this 
connection  attention  is  called  to  Section  31,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws,  and  to  Chapter  248,  Acts  of  1926. 

The  Town  clerk’s  records  of  licenses  issued  for  dogs  and 
for  hunting  and  fishing  were  examined,  and  the  payments 
to  the  State  and  the  County  treasurers  were  verified. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen  and  the  board  of  health  were  examined,  and  the 
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receipts  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
as  shown  bv  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and 
also  the  records  of  receipts  of  the  school  department  were 
examined  and  the  receipts  were  compared  with  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  given  by  the  treasurer,  the  collector 
and  the  Town  clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  savings  bank  books  in  the  custody  of  the  selectmen 
and  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  representing  the  investment 
of  the  various  trust  funds,  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
as  recorded  on  the  books. 

Tables  showing  the  condition  of  the  several  funds, 
together  with  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1926,  are  appended  to  this 
report. 

For  the  cooperation  received  and  the  courtesies  extended 
by  the  several  Town  officials  while  engaged  in  the  audit,  I 
wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express 
appreciation.

IN  MEMORIAM 

John  F.  Turner  passed  from  this  life  on  May  19, 
1926.  Mr.  Turner  was  born  in  Scituate,  June  24,  1860. 

He  was  elected  a  constable  of  the  Town  at  the 
March  meeting  of  1892  and  served  in  that  capacity 
up  to  the  year  of  his  death.  He  was  annually  appointed 
a  police  officer  during  this  period  and  acted  as  head  of 
this  department  for  many  years.  When  the  Town 
accepted  the  statutes  effecting  the  organization  of  the 
Police  Department  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  Police.

REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  Board  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  suitable  signboards  or  parking  signs.  I  have  in 
mind  particularly  those  places  along  our  beach  front,  where 
so  many  prohibitive  signs  appear,  such  as  “do  not  park,” 
“no  parking,”  etc.  While  such  signs  are  obviously  neces¬ 
sary  to  regulate  the  traffic,  we  might  ease  the  situation  some 
by  erecting  at  points  of  vantage  other  signs  which  would 
direct  autoists  to  parking  spaces  provided.  A  move  of  this 
kind,  I  believe,  would  be  appreciated  by  visitors  to  our  shores 
and  excite  favorable  comment  to  the  credit  of  our  community. 

The  lack  of  convenience  stations  at  our  beach  resorts 
is  a  source  of  much  annoyance  to  people  who  have  summer 
homes  and  public  houses  there.  This  matter,  I  presume, 
ought  properly  to  be  referred  to  the  Park  Commissioners, 
but  it  is  mentioned  because  the  police  more  than  any  others 
have  the  matter  called  to  their  attention  most  frequently. 

The  “spot  lights”  placed  on  Front  Street  have  proven 
a  big  asset  to  the  officers  doing  duty  there  and  undoubtedly 
minimized  the  danger  of  injury  to  pedestrians.  I  should 
recommend  to  the  Lighting  Committee,  through  your  Board, 
the  installation  of  another  “spot  light”  at  the  junction  of 
Hatherly  and  Gannett  Roads,  which  is  an  extremely  dan¬ 
gerous  corner. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
citizens  who  have  cooperated  with  this  department  in  our 
efforts  for  greater  efficiency;  to  the  officers  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  their  many  tasks; 
and  to  your  honorable  Board  for  the  invaluable  aid  and 
encouragement  tendered  us  at  all  times.

During  the  past  year  the  department  purchased  a 
Number  2  White  pumping  engine  for  District  2,  Green- 
bush.  The  engine  was  carefully  tested  by  the  Underwriters 
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before  being  accepted  and  entirely  met  with  their  approval. 
One  thousand  feet  of  double  jacket  hose  was  purchased. 

This  year  the  Board  recommends  the  purchase  of  2,000 
feet  and  has  prepared  for  it  in  the  annual  budget.  The 
Board  also  recommends  the  engaging  of  an  additional 
regular  man  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of  relief  man  at  the 
various  stations. 

The  Board  is  again  bringing  up  the  question  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  System  before  the  Town.  Although  it  was  defeated 
at  the  annual  meeting  last  year  the  Board  feels  that  it  is  of 
vital  necessity  in  order  to  unify  our  present  department,  also 
for  the  prompt  notification  of  the  members  of  the  companies. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  and  various 
organizations  who  have  cooperated  with  us  throughout  the 
past  year.

The  Administration  Building  Committee  comprises  the 
following  members:  Ernest  B.  Seaverns,  Herbert  G.

Bailey.  The  committee  organized  with  Ernest  R.  Seaverns 
as  chairman.  Due  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Seaverns,  Frederic 
T.  Bailey  was  elected  acting  chairman. 

John  W.  Beal  of  the  firm  of  J.  Williams  Beal  Sons  has 
collaborated  with  the  committee  in  designing  a  building 
which  will  not  only  njeet  the  present  requirements  but  is 
planned  with  a  view  to  future  needs  of  the  Town. 

It  is  the  pleasure  of  the  committee  to  submit  a  picture 
of  the  proposed  building.  Sketches  of  the  first  and  second 
floor  plans  are  shown. 

The  committee  has  made  a  detailed  survey  of  the 
situation.  The  present  building  is  inadequate  from  an 
artistic  viewpoint,  and  is  practically  insufficient  for  the 
growing  need  of  administration  business  purposes. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Town  has  already  approved  a 
definite  civic  center  plan,  we  have  selected  with  forethought 
a  type  of  building  in  harmony  with  the  work  which  has  been 
completed. 

The  committee  has  worked  thoughtfully  and  diligently 
on  the  task  which  has  been  entrusted  to  them.  It  is  the 
sentiment  of  the  committee  that  they  are  presenting  a  plan 
of  an  administrative  building  well  worth  the  utmost  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  townspeople. 

It  will  be  a  pleasure  for  the  committee  to  report  the 
estimated  cost  and  other  details  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Surveyor  of  Highways 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

In  the  general  work  the  following  streets  were  repaired 
and  covered  with  tar  and  sand: 

Clapp  Road,  Cedar  Street,  Grove  Street,  Maple  Street, 
Old  Oaken  Bucket  Road,  Cornet  Stetson  Road,  Neal  Gate 
Street,  Driftway,  Stockbridge  Road,  all  streets  at  River- 
moor,  Third  Cliff  Road,  Highland  Street,  Kent  Street, 
Meeting  House  Lane,  Elm  Street,  First  Parish  Road, 
Beaver  Dam  Road,  Tilden  Road,  Scituate  Avenue,  Barker 
Road,  Otis  Road,  Turner  Avenue,  Oceanside  Drive,  Kenneth 
Road,  Marion  Road,  First  Avenue,  Second  Avenue,  Third 
Avenue,  Fourth  Avenue,  Hawley  Road,  Standish  Avenue, 
Marshall  Avenue,  Priscilla  Avenue,  Egypt  Avenue,  Ocean 
Avenue,  Hatherly  Road,  Collier  Avenue,  Glades  Road, 
Border  Street  and  Hollett  Street. 

In  addition  Mann  Lot  Road,  Ann  Yinal  Road  and  part 
of  Driftway  have  been  scarified,  repaired  and  covered  with 
tar  and  sand. 

Drainage  has  been  put  in  on  Turner  Avenue,  Tilden 
Road,  Stockbridge  Road,  Clapp  Road,  First  Parish  Road, 
Common  Street  and  Willow  Street. 

The  following  sidewalks  have  been  repaired  and  resur¬ 
faced:  Front  Street,  Country  Way,  Turner  Avenue  and 
Gannett  Road. 

Guard  rails  have  been  repaired  in  various  parts  of  the 
Town. 

In  the  report  of  the  road  committee  the  special  repairs 
and  special  sidewalk  work  have  been  given. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
meeting  $5,000  was  expended  for  a  tool  house.  The  build- 
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ing  is  62  x  30  feet,  constructed  of  cement  blocks,  and  is 
ample  to  house  all  the  road  equipment. 

With  the  purchase  of  the  large  tractor  for  removal  of 
snow  the  work  of  clearing  the  streets  has  been  done  much 
more  satisfactorily  than  formerly  at  much  less  expense.

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Scituate  Public 
Health  Nursing  Service  has  been  carried  on  efficiently  by  its 
various  committees.  The  usual  membership  drive  was  con¬ 
ducted  and  fees  to  the  amount  of  $397.75  were  collected. 
With  the  proceeds  of  the  Christmas  seal  sale  a  new  dental 
chair  and  dental  engine  were  purchased  for  the  Hatherly 
School.  The  School  Committee  cooperated  with  the  Serv¬ 
ice  in  this  work.  Generous  contributions  were  received 
from  several  local  organizations  and  individuals.  The  sus¬ 
taining  members  this  year  were  Miss  Annie  Peirce,  Mrs. 
C.  C.  Hunter  and  the  George  F.  Welch  Company.  A 
Flower  Day  was  most  successfully  arranged  and  carried  out 
by  a  committee,  Mrs.  Martha  Mitchell,  Chairman,  and  the 
treasury  was  increased  by  $329.

Alice  M.  Gaffney,  and  a  new  nurse,  Miss  Dorothy  Raymond, 
was  secured  by  the  Activities  Committee.

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Board  for  the  year  of 
1926. 

All  complaints  submitted  to  the  Board  have  been 
promptly  attended  to  and  adjusted. 

The  Board  appointed  garbage  collectors  at  different 
parts  of  the  Town,  and  the  manner  in  which  collections  were 
made  has  been  satisfactory. 

All  slaughtering  reported  has  been  inspected  by  the 
Meat  Inspector  and  found  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Town  has  been  practically  free  from 
contagious  disease,  except  for  a  few  scattering  cases. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  this  result,  owing  to  the  severe 
epidemics  in  the  surrounding  towns. 

The  condition  of  the  mosquito  nuisance  has  been  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  and  we  suggest  that  the 
marshes  and  ponds  be  sprayed  with  mosquito  oil.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSION 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Department  takes  great  pride  in  pointing  out  to 
you  some  of  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  playground  at  the  Civic  Center  we  have  built 
up  the  tennis  courts  till  they  were  in  the  best  of  condition, 
and  were  used  by  a  large  number  of  people. 

The  football  field  is  considered  one  of  the  best  in  this 
part  of  the  country,  and  some  good  games  were  played  last 
fall  which  were  attended  by  large  crowds. 

Two  large  spotlights  were  installed  so  that  the  players 
could  get  a  chance  to  practice  in  the  evening. 

This  winter  the  field  was  flooded  so  that  with  the  spot¬ 
lights  turned  on  hundreds  of  children  availed  themselves  of 
the  chance  to  go  skating  on  a  pond  that  was  perfectly  safe. 

The  Department  thinks  that  there  should  be  a  comfort 
station  on  the  grounds,  and  have  asked  the  Town  for  one 
thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose. 

The  curbing  around  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  high 
school  has  done  a  great  deal  to  keep  the  lawn  in  good  shape. 
There  is  still  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  to  improve  them  and 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  accomplish  some  of  it  this  next  summer. 

At  Peggoty  Beach,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Scituate 
Betterment  Society,  we  have  erected  and  equipped  a  modern 
comfort  station. 

The  beach  was  cleaned  in  the  morning  and  patroled  by 
a  life  guard  seven  days  a  week  all  the  summer.  This  man 
was  paid  by  the  Second  Cliff  Improvement  Association. 

Lawson  Park  was  kept  mowed  all  summer,  and  was  one 
of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  South  Shore. 

In  regard  to  the  parking  space  at  Minot,  we  feel  that 
we  have  filled  in  enough  of  the  meadow  and  should  now 
take  care  of  what  we  have,  and  have  therefore  asked  the 
Town  for  one  thousand  dollars  to  regrade  it  so  it  can  be  used 
to  good  advantage  this  next  season. 
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We  have  also  asked  for  a  sum  of  monev  to  erect  and

equip  a  comfort  station  at  this  parking  space  as  it  is  some¬ 
thing  very  badly  needed. 

We  hope  to  improve  some  of  the  small  plots  in  the  Town 
as  we  think  that  here,  with  a  small  expenditure  of  money, 
we  can  accomplish  good  results  in  adding  to  the  beauty  of 
our  Town.

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REPORT  OF  LIGHT  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  committee  organized  with  Frederic  T.  Bailey  as 
chairman  and  Nathaniel  Tilden  as  secretary.  In  accordance 
with  the  usual  policy  a  public  hearing  was  held  June  21, 
1926  where  the  lighting  needs  of  the  Town  were  discussed 
in  detail  by  various  citizens  of  the  Town. 

On  June  30,  1926,  the  committee  made  a  general  survey 
of  the  Town.  After  a  careful  investigation  the  committee 
voted  to  locate  the  following  lights: 

Beaver  Dam  Road:  One  light  by  railroad  crossing,  west¬ 
erly  side;  one  light  opposite  Perry’s  house. 

New  Parkway:  One  light  extreme  end  of  Parkway;  one 
light  ten  feet  beyond  bowling  alley. 

Front  Street:  Six  additional  year-round  lights;  two  spot 
lights. 

Willow  Street:  One  light  on  pole  by  house  of  James  S. 
Barry,  Ridge  Hill  Road;  one  light  by  corner  of  Kent  Street, 
vear  round. 

C/ 

First  Parish  Road:  One  500-watt  light  at  drinking 
fountain  (at  the  Harbor)  to  replace  lights  on  corner  at  the 
present  time. 

Common  Street:  One  light  between  Frank  Cole’s  and 
Mrs.  Bessie  Prouty’s. 

Tilden  Road:  One  light  on  each  side  of  the  center  pole 
opposite  Henry  O’Neal’s. 

Country  Way:  one  light  on  pole  8-74  near  residence  of 
Arthur  Merritt;  one  light  by  Judge  Cushing  Tablet  at  corner 
of  Judge  Cushing  Road  and  Country  Way. 

Elm  Street:  One  light  on  pole  beyond  O’Donnell’s;  one 
light  near  residence  of  Frank  Hatch;  one  light  between 
Hatch  and  Stewart’s;  one  light  near  residence  of  Edward 
Dunn;  one  light  opposite  Otis’  barn  by  oak  tree. 
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Border  Street:  One  light  on  pole  16;  one  light  on  pole  18. 

Buttonwood  Lane:  One  light,  corner  of  Buttonwood 
Lane  and  Baileys’  Causeway  (summer  light). 

Mitchell  Road:  One  light  on  pole  opposite  Fire  Station, 
year  round. 

Hatherly  Road:  One  light  opposite  Graves  Avenue;  one 
light  near  Wood  Avenue. 

Mann  Lot  Road:  Five  lights,  not  yet  installed. 

Hatherly  Reach:  Six  summer  lights. 

Mr.  Phillips  of  the  Electric  Light  Company  attended 
our  location  meeting  and  his  service  proved  of  great  benefit 
to  the  committee.  We  wish  to  thank  him,  also  all  others  who 
have  cooperated  with  us  throughout  the  past  year. 

It  is  the  sentiment  of  the  committee  that  the  present 
policy  is  proving  beneficial  to  the  Town  and  we  feel  that  a 
committee  should  be  appointed  for  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

The  condition  of  the  Town  at  the  present  time  with 
regard  to  Gypsy  Moth,  Brown  Tail  Moth,  Satin  Moth  and 
Elm  Tree  Beetle  is  very  good. 

Our  shade  trees  and  orchards  are  in  much  better  condi¬ 
tion  than  in  years  past.  The  Tent  Caterpillars  are  very 
active  and  will  strip  a  tree  of  its  leaves  if  not  sprayed  and 
looked  after.  There  are  several  small  colonies  of  Gypsy 
Moths,  which  I  hope  to  suppress  the  coming  season. 

We  are  still  fighting  against  the  Satin  Moth  at  North 
Scituate  Beach.  Their  favorite  food  is  the  poplar  tree. 
The  Cape  is  being  stripped  every  year  because  there  are  no 
funds  for  spraying.  It  was  estimated  last  season  (1926) 
that  about  43,000  acres  of  woodland  were  completely  ruined, 
not  a  leaf  left  on  trees  or  bushes.  The  State  Forester  has 
urged  every  Moth  Superintendent  in  the  State  not  to  give 
up  fighting  until  every  Gypsy  Moth  and  Brown  Tail  Moth 
is  suppressed.

Boys  and  girls  at  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins  Schools  were 
organized  in  poultry  and  garden  clubs  and  were  given 
instruction  in  these  subjects  by  the  Club  Agent.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate: 

In  assuming  my  duties  as  Superintendent  of  your  schools 
on  May  1,  I  was  impressed  with  the  school  organization 
that  had  been  built  up  over  a  period  of  years.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  the  schools  had  been  without  a 
regular  supervising  officer  for  approximately  two  months, 
it  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  teachers  and  principals  that 
things  were  functioning  well.  It  is  always  difficult  to  assume 
new  duties  in  the  middle  of  a  term  or  period  and  I  am  glad 
to  acknowledge  at  this  time  the  assistance  and  courtesy 
extended  me  by  Mr.  Bragdon,  your  former  Superintendent. 

It  is  entirely  natural  that  the  incoming  of  a  new  execu¬ 
tive  head  generally  witnesses  some  unrest  in  the  ranks.  The 
Scituate  schools  showed  no  exception  to  this.  During  the 
summer  ten  resignations  were  received.  The  teachers  in¬ 
volved  were  called  to  positions  in  larger  communities  or  to 
places  in  which  the  advance  financially  and  professionally  was 
recognized.  A  good  deal  of  care  was  used  in  filling  the 
vacancies  and  I  feel  sure  the  schools  will  continue  to  make 
good  progress. 

A  principle  of  government  that  equally  well  applies  to 
school  systems  recognizes  that  some  careful  pruning  is  bene¬ 
ficial  but  too  much  tampering  with  roots  retards  progress.  A 
revolution  is  costly  and  generally  disappointing.  It  is  only 
justifiable  when  the  abuses  of  a  system  are  most  flagrant 
and  no  other  means  of  correction  possible.  As  far  as  the 
schools  are  concerned  it  is  my  purpose  to  advise  changes 
and  modifications  when  and  where  I  feel  that  they  will  in¬ 
crease  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  without  damaging  their 
general  structure.  ' 

This  report  embraces  six  different  topics,  as  follows: 
transportation,  repairs  and  alterations  of  buildings  with 
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suggested  improvements,  the  problem  of  increased  school 
attendance,  the  heating  system  at  the  high  school,  school 
building  insurance  and  evening  schools. 

At  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  the  existing 
transportation  contracts  will  expire.  A  careful  survey  of 
this  phase  of  our  school  system  with  view  to  making  possible 
adjustments  to  meet  changing  conditions  is  being  made.  All 
of  the  barges  are  loaded  to  capacity  at  the  present  time,  and 
during  the  early  fall  months,  partly  due  to  temporary  pupils, 
several  of  the  routes  were  badly  crowded.  This  condition 
led  to  the  calling  of  a  conference  between  the  bus  men  and 
Committee,  the  result  of  which  was  a  decision  to  put  in  force 
a  ruling  of  the  Committee  to  the  effect  that  all  children  living 
one  mile  or  less  from  their  assigned  school  should  not  be 
carried  in  the  busses.  This  was  not  a  new  ruling  but  one 
that  had  been  decided  upon  several  years  ago  and  invoked  at 
this  time  to  meet  the  problem  of  the  overcrowded  condi¬ 
tions.  In  certain  cases  —  especially  where  the  younger 
children  are  concerned  —  it  has  caused  some  inconvenience 
for  parents.  The  only  way  to  relieve  the  situation,  unless 
the  high  school  pupils  are  discriminated  against  in  favor  of 
the  younger  children,  is  to  plan  for  more  or  larger  busses. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  minor  schoolhouse  repairs 
some  alterations  and  improvements  were  made  in  the 
buildings  during  the  past  summer.  At  the  Jenkins  School 
a  partition  was  placed  in  the  lower  front  classroom,  making 
the  arrangement  on  the  lower  floor  similar  to  the  one  on  the 
upper  floor  and  thus  providing  eight  classrooms,  making 
it  possible  to  have  a  separate  room  for  each  grade.  Also, 
a  new  furnace  was  installed  in  this  school  to  heat  the  corri¬ 
dors  of  the  building,  the  other  furnaces  not  being  adequate 
for  this  purpose. 

A  great  improvement  in  the  interior  appearance  of  the 
vocational  arts  building,  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  which 
had  been  badly  stained  over  a  period  of  years,  was  made  by 
painting  the  walls  and  whitening  the  ceilings.  A  still  greater 
improvement  was  made  at  the  high  school  by  painting  the 
corridors  of  that  building  on  both  floors. 

I  strongly  urge  that  provision  be  made  for  painting  the 
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hall  and  classrooms  of  the  high  school  during  the  coming 
summer.  These  rooms  have  never  been  painted  and  during 
the  ten  years  in  which  the  building  has  been  used  the  white 
walls  have  necessarily  become  soiled  and  unsightly.  Alto¬ 
gether  the  rooms  seem  cold  and  barren  and  cheerless,  and 
this  appearance  cannot  act  favorably  upon  either  teachers 
or  pupils.  Also  new  window  shades  are  needed  for  at  least 
half  of  the  rooms  and  a  blackboard  should  be  placed  on  the 
front  wall  of  Room  No.  10.  The  park  department  has 
succeeded  in  making  the  grounds  in  the  front  of  the  building 
very  attractive.  May  we  not  have  the  interior  clean  and 
cheerful? 

There  are  no  outstanding  repairs  or  improvements  that 
seem  to  be  needed  at  the  Jenkins  School  this  year.  A  few 
things  in  the  way  of  new  equipment  should  be  provided  and 
I  would  suggest  that  as  rapidly  as  possible  window  shades 
be  substituted  for  blinds  in  the  rooms  in  which  the  sun 
shines  much  of  the  day.  Shades  do  not  exclude  light,  while 
the  blinds  do. 

Several  of  the  rooms  at  the  Hatherly  School  need 
repainting,  and  several  should  be  equipped  with  shades 
rather  than  blinds.  The  roof  will  need  to  be  reshingled  this 
year  and  in  the  near  future  the  building  should  be  painted 
on  the  outside. 

A  very  serious  and  unexpected  problem  confronted  us 
at  the  Jenkins  School  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  the 
size  of  the  entering  class,  which  numbered  fifty-eight, 
whereas  the  normal  class  at  this  school  is  about  thirty.  A 
large  class  had  been  foreseen  but  not  one  of  the  size  that 
appeared.  In  former  years  two  of  the  grades  have  always 
been  combined  at  the  Jenkins  School,  but  this  year  there 
were  no  two  consecutive  grades  small  enough  to  combine 
without  crowding,  so  the  eighth  room,  that  had  been  made 
during  the  summer,  was  occupied. 

For  those  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  construction 
of  the  Jenkins  School,  let  me  say  that  this  is  a  building  of 
eight  classrooms,  four  of  these  having  a  maximum  capacity 
of  thirty,  and  the  other  four  a  maximum  capacity  of  forty- 
eight  to  sixty,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  pupils. 
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The  first  grade  room  was  one  of  the  smaller  group  and 
it  was  impossible  at  the  time  to  make  an  exchange  of  rooms. 
Also  the  proper  size  desks  were  lacking.  Under  these  con¬ 
ditions  we  did  the  only  thing  possible  —  arranged  tempo¬ 
rarily  for  two  classes  of  the  first  grade,  one  meeting  in  the 
morning  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Selectmen  and  Advisory 
Board,  enough  money  was  allotted  to  school  funds  from  the 
emergency  fund  to  allow  the  purchase  of  the  necessary 
additional  desks  and  by  the  third  week  in  October  the 
enrollment  in  one  of  the  grades  occupying  a  large  room  was 
reduced  sufficiently  to  allow  for  an  exchange  of  rooms 
between  the  first  and  fourth  grades.  On  October  25  the  first 
grade  was  therefore  placed  on  full  time  and  an  assistant 
provided  for  the  first  grade  teacher. 

The  pertinent  question  now  is :  What  will  be  the  situa¬ 
tion  next  September?  In  connection  with  the  annual 
census  this  year  Mrs.  Litchfield  has  made  a  survey  of  all 
children  over  four  years  old  not  enrolled  in  school.  The 
method  used  was  a  house-to-house  canvass  so  that  the 
figures  obtained  are  as  accurate  as  it  is  possible  to  secure. 
These  indicate  that  the  number  of  children  now  living  in 
town  who  will  be  eligible  for  admission  to  the  first  grade 
next  year  are  twenty-one  for  the  Hatherly  School  and 
sixteen  for  the  Jenkins.  Allowing  for  a  thirty-three  and  one- 
third  per  cent  increase  over  these  numbers  for  new  families 
moving  into  town  and  for  the  stay-over  summer  population 
we  should  have  a  possible  twenty-eight  for  the  Hatherly 
and  twenty-one  for  the  Jenkins  School.  These  numbers  can 
be  handled  satisfactorily  next  year  at  the  Jenkins  School, 
and  by  a  readjustment  of  grades,  also  at  the  Hatherly. 

However,  the  situation  that  arose  this  year  is  bound  to 
arise  again.  Sooner  or  later  we  shall  need  more  room.  The 
problem  is  being  considered  carefully.  The  buildings  have 
been  inspected  by  a  representative  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  and  at  the  proper  time  plans  will  be  presented 
for  your  consideration  and  approval. 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the  report  of 
the  high  school  principal  that  deals  with  the  inadequate 
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heating  of  the  high  school  building  on  cold  days  or  par¬ 
ticularly  windy  days  in  winter.  Mr.  Martin  has  not  ex¬ 
aggerated  this  condition,  and  I  believe  that  we  should 
attempt  to  remedy  it.  The  building  has  recently  been 
inspected  by  an  expert  on  steam  heating  systems,  and 
a  report  with  recommendations  will  soon  be  made.  This 
report  should  be  considered  carefully  and  if  the  changes 
recommended  seem  reasonably  certain  jto  produce  the 
desired  results,  they  should  be  made  at  the  earliest  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

A  matter  that  has  recently  been  brought  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  concerns  the  insurance  of  our  school 
buildings.  It  would  seem  wise  to  make  some  adjustments 
in  this  matter.  Of  the  four  school  properties,  two  are  appar¬ 
ently  insured  for  considerably  less  than  their  replacement 
values.  It  would  be  advisable  to  have  the  value  of  the  build¬ 
ings  appraised  and  adjust  the  insurance  on  this  basis. 

For  several  years  past  private  individuals  or  agencies 
at  the  north  end  of  the  Town  have  interested  themselves  in 
providing  an  evening  school  for  groups  of  foreign-born 
residents  of  the  Town  who  have  been  interested  in  learning 
to  read  and  write  English.  Much  good  has  been  accom¬ 
plished.  In  several  cases  it  has  aided  towards  making 
citizens  of  these  residents.  Your  Superintendent  visited  one 
of  the  classes  a  short  time  ago  and  was  impressed  with  the 
value  of  this  work.  It  would  seem  that  it  might  profitably 
be  incorporated  as  a  part  of  our  public  school  program. 
The  expense  involved  is  not  large  and  where  the  work  is 
approved  by  the  State,  the  Town  is  reimbursed  one-half  of 
the  cost.  Most  of  the  materials  used  in  the  courses  are 
pamphlets  published  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
The  classes  generally  meet  two  or  three  times  a  week  during 
the  winter  months. 

Let  me  thank  you  for  your  assistance  and  cooperation 
in  my  work,  and  assure  you  that  it  has  been  appreciated. 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  high 
school  principal,  the  supervisors  of  music  and  drawing,  the 
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school  physician,  the  school  dentist  and  the  school  nurse, 
together  with  the  statistical  tables  that  have  been  compiled.

Dear  Sir:  Reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  as  a  group 
of  teachers  we  feel  justified  in  reaching  the  general  con¬ 
clusion  that  there  is  reason  to  commend  the  pupils  of  the 
Scituate  High  School  for  their  achievements. 

We  find  evidence  of  a  higher  average  of  individual 
responsibility  and  effort.  This  is  the  standard  which  must 
measure  the  actual  accomplishment  in  any  of  our  educa¬ 
tional  institutions.  Beautiful  buildings,  expensive  equip¬ 
ment  and  lavish  expenditures  in  the  school  department  do 
not  of  themselves  assure  that  very  subtle  but  very  definite 
something  which  we  have  called  education.  The  ability  of 
the  individual  to  express  himself  intelligently  both  in  words 
and  acts  determines  the  level  of  civilization. 

From  our  school  records  and  careful  observation  we 
estimate  that  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  students  in  this 
school  are  applying  themselves  with  good  or  excellent  indi¬ 
vidual  effort;  thirty -five  per  cent  with  fair  individual  effort 
and  the  rest  with  very  indifferent  or  apparently  negligible 
effort. 

The  problem  of  real  justice  in  the  case  of  individuals 
whose  presence  in  the  school  seems  to  be  of  very  little  value 
to  themselves  and  at  the  same  time  of  a  very  marked 
detriment  to  the  institution  is  difficult  of  solution.  We  have 
followed  the  policy  up  to  the  present  time  of  retaining  all,  if 
it  was  possible  to  do  so.  We  feel  sure  that  the  school  as  a 
whole  has  suffered  somewhat  at  least  by  this  policy.  There 
are  always  some  individuals  who  are  not  able  or  will  not 
try  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  necessarily  restricted  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  school  environment.  Is  it  wise  for  these  pupils 
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to  waste  their  own  time  and  destroy  the  opportunities  of 
others?  We  wish  we  might  know  what  the  real  consensus  of 
opinion  on  this  question  is  among  the  taxpayers  of  Scituate. 
Theoretically  of  course  every  town  desires  an  efficient  high 
school.  Too  often,  however,  the  average  citizen  fails  to 
realize  that  the  same  broad  principles  of  efficient  production 
which  apply  in  any  other  business  operate  with  exactly  the 
same  force  in  school.  Would  any  really  efficient  business 
enterprise  retain  indefinitely  operatives  who  were  constantly 
negligent  to  their  duty  or  who  practiced  actual  sabotage? 
W  e  are  merely  presenting  this  phase  of  the  situation  for  your 
consideration  and  shall  of  course  be  guided  entirely  by  the 
wish  of  the  people  of  the  Town. 

We  take  justifiable  pride  in  pointing  out  a  few  of  the 
achievements  of  the  large  group  of  students  who  are  using 
their  time  intelligently.  Four  times  since  the  beginning  of 
our  school  publication  The  Chimes  various  pupils  have 
received  prize  awards  or  honorable  mention  for  commendable 
literary  work.  In  connection  with  the  forthcoming  January 
issue  of  The  Chimes  we  call  your  attention  to  a  digest  of 
articles  on  the  subject  “How  Can  We  Help  to  Improve 
Our  Town?"  It  is  our  hope  that  many  of  the  sentiments, 
which  have  been  expressed  in  rather  forceful  words,  may  be 
found  increasingly  operative  in  constructive  acts. 

At  the  Plymouth  County  Stenography  and  Typewriting 
Contest,  which  was  held  in  Brockton  during  the  spring,  pupils 
of  our  commercial  department  took  first  prize  in  the  com¬ 
petition  of  First  Year  Typing  and  third  place  in  Second 
Year  Stenography.  Sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  commercial 
seniors  secured  office  positions,  mostly  in  Boston,  by  com¬ 
petitive  examination. 

Two  pupils  of  the  art  department  received  gold  medals 
for  posters  in  the  Massachusetts  “Be  Kind  to  Animals” 
Poster  Contest  and  honorable  mention  in  the  National 
Contest. 

The  work  of  the  pupils  in  the  music  department  has 
shown  steady  improvement.  No  phase  of  school  life  gives  a 
greater  opportunity  to  learn  the  fundamental  lesson  of 
cooperation.  One  or  two  individual  stars  cannot  make  a 
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glee  club  or  an  orchestra  and  one  or  two  who  insist  on  per¬ 
sonal  liberties  of  pitch  of  tone  or  interpretation  of  tempo, 
etc.,  can  mar  the  beauty  of  the  product  of  the  whole  group 
of  workers.  The  foundations  of  good  musical  clubs  must  of 
necessity  be  laid  slowly.  Five  years  ago  in  the  schools  of 
this  Town  there  were  not  more  than  five  or  six  pupils  who 
played  orchestral  or  band  instruments.  Today  there  are 
more  than  fifty,  besides  at  least  ten  who  have  graduated  in 
the  last  three  years.  These  results  are  due  in  a  large  measure 
to  the  personal  initiative  and  unstinted  service  of  the  music 
supervisor.  We  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  take  some  part 
in  the  next  New  England  Conclave  of  School  Bands  and 
Orchestras  which  is  held  in  Boston  during  May.  We  are 
pleased  here  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  for  the  gift 
of  a  French  horn  from  the  Scituate  Football  Association. 

Various  social  affairs  and  exhibits  have  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  people  of  the  Town  to  observe  the  type  of  work 
which  is  being  done  in  the  household  arts  department.  We 
feel  that  pupils  and  instructors  deserve  much  credit. 

Manual  training  in  the  line  of  woodwork  which  was 
begun  for  the  boys  last  year  has  developed  very  keen 
interest.  The  George  F.  Welch  Company  very  generously 
offered  space  in  the  show  windows  of  their  store  at  Scituate 
Harbor  where  an  exhibit  of  the  work  of  this  department 
was  made  late  in  January  1927.  Considering  the  fact  that 
the  pupils  in  this  line  of  work  have  had  only  eighty  minutes 
of  actual  shop  practice  daily  for  one  whole  school  year  and 
four  months  of  the  present  school  year  we  feel  that  the 
results  are  very  commendable.  Computing  the  actual  time 
of  shop  practice  reveals  the  fact  that  these  boys  at  the 
maximum  have  had  not  more  than  forty  days  of  eight  hours 
each.  Much  of  that  time  last  year  was  spent  in  fitting  up  the 
work  shop  in  the  basement,  practically  every  stroke  of  the 
work  being  done  by  the  students  themselves. 

The  Class  of  1926  was  the  largest  ever  graduated  from 
the  Scituate  High  School  and  had  lost  the  smallest  per¬ 
centage  of  members  during  the  four  years.  Seventy-three 
per  cent  of  the  class  has  gone  directly  into  office  employment 
or  is  pursuing  educational  work  in  higher  institutions.  Two 
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members  passed  college  entrance  examinations  and  entered 
college  in  September. 

The  following  pupils  were  neither  absent  nor  tardy 
during  the  year  which  ended  June  1926:  Alice  Bragdon, 
Mary  Neal,  Gladys  Wheeler,  Thomas  Davy,  Roger  Kenney, 
Lester  Smith,  Gertrude  Wherity,  Olga  Bongarzone,  Gertrude 
Jones,  Ellen  Mitchell.  Fourteen  other  pupils  were  absent 
only  one  day.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  whole 
school  during  the  year  was  ninety-five  per  cent.  It  is  a 
suggestive  fact  that  of  the  five  hundred  twenty-six  total  days 
of  absence,  two  hundred  fifty-six  days  are  due  to  the  careless 
attendance  of  only  nine  pupils,  each  one  of  whom  has  been 
retarded  at  least  one  year  in  promotions  of  the  school  work 
and  all  of  whom  would  be  classed  as  pupils  who  are  making 
very  little  if  any  effort  to  do  their  work.  It  is  significant  that 
the  average  days  absent  for  these  nine  pupils  is  practically 
twenty-nine  days  —  nearly  six  school  weeks  —  and  for  all 
the  other  pupils  of  the  school  less  than  three  days  absence 
per  pupil  for  the  whole  year.  In  other  words  more  than  half 
of  the  absences  from  school  were  by  these  nine  pupils. 

As  a  group  of  teachers  and  pupils  we  are  especially 
appreciative  of  your  assurance  that  some  immediate  steps 
are  to  be  taken  to  improve  the  high  school  heating  plant. 
On  especially  cold  mornings  and  after  cold  rains  the  temper¬ 
ature  in  most  of  the  rooms  is  often  as  low  as  fifty  degrees. 
This  in  spite  of  ten  to  fifteen  pounds  of  steam  pressure  in  the 
boilers.  It  seems  reasonable  to  think  that  some  thorough 
investigation  would  really  be  a  good  investment  both  in 
economy  of  health  and  fuel.  For  the  present  this  is  the  one 
important  physical  improvement  needed. 

For  the  generous  support  of  the  school  authorities, 
citizens  in  general,  parents  in  particular  and  various  organi¬ 
zations  of  the  Town,  pupils  and  teachers  alike  are  very 
grateful.

Dear  Sir:  Public  school  instruction  in  music  is  growing 
by  leaps  and  bounds  because  the  general  educator  is  becom¬ 
ing  convinced  of  the  ethical,  cultural,  social  and  recrea¬ 
tional  value  which  music  may  contribute  to  the  process  of 
making  youth  into  desirable  citizens. 

Where  formerly  it  consisted  mainly  of  singing,  the  field 
of  public  school  music  has  branched  with  such  rapidity  into 
so  many  new  phases  that  today  while  vocal  music  still 
properly  holds  first  place,  instrumental  instruction,  ensemble 
practice,  orchestras,  appreciation,  etc.,  are  regarded  as 
essentials. 

Scituate  has  kept  pace  with  these  new  developments, 
adapting  the  work  of  larger  schools  to  meet  local  conditions; 
and  any  child  may  now  receive  a  general  education  in  music 
in  the  schools  of  Scituate  if  he  desires  it. 

We  are  now  asking  for  a  general  higher  level  in  all  music 
classes,  vocal  and  instrumental;  in  appreciation;  expression 
through  impression;  in  choruses,  glee  clubs  and  orchestras. 

A  plan  is  being  prepared  by  the  Art  and  Music  Depart¬ 
ments  to  encourage  creative  work,  thus  providing  the 
children  with  an  additional  association  for  the  expression  of 
musical  ideas. 

In  response  to  a  need  voiced  by  normal  schools  all  over 
the  country  we  shall  offer  a  special  course  to  high  school 
students  preparing  for  normal,  which  will  include  voice 
training,  rote-song  teaching,  sight  reading,  ear  training, 
theory  and  elementary  keyboard  harmony.  Many  high 
schools  are  about  to  undertake  this  work,  and  Scituate  is 
proud  to  be  among  the  first. 
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In  building  our  departmental  program  we  keep  always 
in  mind  the  test  being  applied  now  to  all  school  subjects: 
“Does  it  function  in  the  life  of  the  child  now,  and  is  it  of 
value  to  his  future?” 

Notwithstanding  the  amazing  growth  of  the  various 
phases  of  music  in  our  Scituate  schools,  in  my  opinion  its 
highest  value  as  a  school  subject  lies  in  this  fact:  that  our 
children  are  unquestionably  learning  to  appreciate  their 
social  and  community  responsibilities  and  obligations,  and 
so,  a  true  sense  of  the  place  of  music  as  a  community,  social 
and  home  activity.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

Mr.  H.  C.  Wingate , 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

My  dear  Sir:  In  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1926 
may  I  refer  to  my  report  of  last  year?  In  that  diagram 
the  subject  matter  and  the  various  outlets  for  art  work  were 
set  forth  and  the  program  outlined  is  again  being  carried 
out. 

This  year  we  are  working  for  a  greater  understanding  of 
the  value  of  art  work  in  general  education,  for  an  increased 
appreciation  of  nature,  for  an  understanding  of  the  place  of 
art  in  history  and  in  modern  life. 

The  ability  to  choose,  a  power  which  can  perhaps  be 
more  generally  developed  than  the  ability  to  create,  is  being 
brought  out  in  all  classes  through  a  study  of  nature  and  of  the 
work  of  professional  artists,  designers  and  skilled  craftsmen. 

In  the  grades  two  lessons  a  week  are  given,  one  being 
taught  by  the  room  teacher. 

In  high  school  two  periods  a  week  are  given.  Fifty-two 
are  now  registered  in  the  different  art  classes.  Outside  and 
notebook  work  is  required.  Any  student  who  intends  to  go 
to  normal  school  is  strongly  urged  to  make  drawing  an 
elective,  as  drawing  is  required  each  year  at  normal  school. 

A  course  of  the  history  of  art,  its  place  in  industry, 
business  and  civics  is  advised  for  high  school. 

The  following  methods,  as  outlined  in  the  State  Syllabus 
on  Art  Education,  are  used  in  all  classes. 

1.  Imitation.  A  method  whereby  the  teacher  demon¬ 
strates  a  method  of  expression  and  the  class  imitates. 

2.  Directed  Observation.  A  method  whereby  the 
teacher  directs  the  attention  of  the  children  to  specific 
phases  of  the  problem  at  hand,  and  by  question,  statement 
or  illustration  stimulates  them  to  find  out  how  to  get  the 
answers  by  themselves.  The  answers  in  turn  followed  by 
further  questions  help  the  children  to  criticize  their  own 
work  intelligently. 
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3.  Directed  Imagination.  The  teacher  offers  sugges¬ 
tions  to  help  the  children  make  use  of  their  individual 
experiences  to  visualize  the  subject. 

4.  Creative  Expression.  A  method  offering  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  and  encouragement  of  spontaneous  representation 
of  symbolic  and  abstract  or  emotional  ideas. 

Until  this  year  creative  or  individual  expression  has 
not  been  used  to  any  great  extent  in  our  schools.  At  the 
Plymouth  County  Teachers’  Convention  this  method  was 
the  topic  given  by  Miss  Amy  Rachel  Whittier,  Head  of  the 
Teacher  Training  Department  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Art. 

The  Scituate  Art  Department  was  fortunate  in  having 
Miss  Whittier  visit  the  high  school  studio  after  the  conven¬ 
tion.  It  may  please  you  to  learn  of  her  interest  in  and  her 
approval  of  our  work  here. 

It  was  at  Miss  Whittier’s  suggestion  that  I  experimented 
with  the  new  method.  Interesting  visits  were  made  to  her 
classes  at  the  School  of  Art. 

Creative  expression  was  the  topic  of  the  day  at  the 
recent  State  Art  Supervisors’  Conference  held  at  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  School  of  Art.  The  art  instructor  at  Friend’s 
Seminary,  New  York,  gave  a  most  interesting  address 
illustrated  by  the  work  of  her  pupils  in  England  and  in 
New  York. 

It  was  my  privilege  at  that  conference  to  have  a  small 
part  on  the  program  and  to  show  some  of  the  work  done 
in  our  schools.  I  have  on  record  a  letter  from  Mr.  Royal  B. 
Farnum,  State  Director  of  Art  Education,  congratulating 
the  Art  Department  on  its  purpose  and  its  remarkable 
results.  The  pupils  are  justly  proud  of  their  efforts. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  teachers  for  their  splendid 
support  of  a  new  method. 

This  new  method  is  of  course  added  to  the  others  and 
does  not  entirely  replace  them.  The  Art  Department  wel¬ 
comes  interest  in  its  work  and  is  always  glad  to  interpret  its 
methods.

My  dear  Sir: 

This  year  there  are  three  groups  in  the  Household  Arts 
Department,  senior,  sophomore  and  freshmen.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  there  has  been  a  senior  group.  Courses  in 
dietetics  and  marketing  as  well  as  other  advanced  courses 
have  been  added  for  this  group. 

Each  year  the  girls  in  the  department  have  done  some¬ 
thing  towards  changing  the  Household  Arts  building  from  a 
regulation  schoolhouse  into  a  place  which  has  more  nearly 
the  atmosphere  of  a  home.  The  girls  themselves  plan  the 
improvements  and  do  all  the  work  and  so  receive  the  greatest 
benefit  possible.  According  to  this  plan  the  dining  room  and 
bedroom  have  been  decorated  and  furnished  in  previous 
years.  This  year  the  equipment  is  being  collected  for  the 
infant  care  course.  A  life-size  two  months  old  doll  has  been 
purchased  and  a  layette  is  in  process  of  construction  by  the 
sophomore  girls.  The  manual  training  department  is  con¬ 
structing  a  crib  for  which  the  girls  will  make  blankets  and 
sheets. 

The  preparation  of  the  cafeteria  lunch  is  not  a  part  of 
the  regular  work  of  the  course  but  is  done  (under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Miss  Howe)  by  girls  who  are  having  or  have  had 
training  in  the  department.  The  girls  are  paid  for  doing  this 
work  in  their  free  periods.  The  cafeteria  does  not  try  to 
make  money,  —  only  to  meet  the  expense  of  food  and  labor. 
Any  reduction  in  the  running  expenses  is  passed  on  to  the 
patrons  through  reduced  prices  or  larger  servings.  The

twenty-cent  lunch,  for  which  the  pupils  may  sign  up  in 
advance,  has  been  found  to  work  out  very  well.  This 
includes  one  hearty  hot  dish,  a  sandwich,  and  one  other  dish 
such  as  dessert  or  salad.  For  those  who  do  not  wish  this 
combination  there  are  a  variety  of  other  dishes  from  which 
selections  may  be  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MANUAL  TRAINING 

DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  H.  C.  Wingate ,

Dear  Sir:  The  second  year  of  Manual  Training  for  boys 
at  the  Seituate  High  School  finds  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  attending  and  a  much  greater  interest  in  the  work 
being  accomplished,  due  to  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
work  and  the  benefits  both  practical  and  personal  which 
result  from  it. 

Two  years  ago  the  present  Manual  Training  shop  was  a 
coal  bin.  The  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Kruszyna  and  his 
classes  transformed  that  coal  bin  into  an  attractive  and 
usable  shop.  The  latest  equipment  in  tools,  benches  and 
other  working  materials  are  used. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Welch  Lumber  Company 
we  obtained  the  use  of  one  of  the  large  show  windows 
for  a  special  display  of  the  work  the  students  are  doing  in 
Manual  Training.  This  review  took  place  during  the  latter 
part  of  January.  Projects  of  all  sizes,  art  sketches,  draw¬ 
ings  and  the  like  will  demonstrate  the  need  of  Practical  Arts 
in  relation  to  academic  education  and  the  value  to  home  and 
community. 

What  does  Manual  Training  mean  to  a  boy  who  intends 
to  go  to  college  and  who  is  not  going  to  make  it  a  life  work? 
That  is  one  of  the  questions  which  we  so  often  hear.  In 
answering  this  let  me  quote  twelve  different  reasons  why 
Practical  Arts  aids  and  develops  the  physical  and  mental 
abilities  of  the  boy  both  in  and  out  of  school.  They  are  as 
follows : 
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Fruits  oj  Manual  Training  in  Education 

1.  It  keeps  boys  longer  at  school. 

2.  It  awakens  a  lively  interest  in  school,  and  invests 
dull  subjects  with  new  life. 

3.  It  keeps  boys  out  of  mischief  both  in  and  out  of 
school. 

4.  It  gives  boys  with  strong  mechanical  aptitudes,  but 
who  are  slow  of  speech,  an  equal  chance  with  boys  with  glib 
tongues  and  good  memories. 

5.  Manual  Training  stimulates  a  love  for  truth,  sim¬ 
plicity  and  intellectual  honesty. 

6.  Correct  notions  of  things,  relations  and  forces, 
derived  from  actual  personal  experience,  go  far  towards  a 
comprehension  of  the  language  employed  by  others  to 
express  their  thoughts  and  experiences. 

7.  Science  and  mathematics  profit  from  a  better 
understanding  of  forms,  materials  and  processes,  and  from 
the  readiness  with  which  their  principles  may  be  illustrated. 

8.  It  aids  one  who  must  choose  his  occupation. 

9.  It  raises  the  standards  of  attainment  in  mechanical 
occupations  and  invests  them  with  new  dignity. 

10.  It  increases  the  home  making  power  of  the  average 

boy. 

11.  It  adds  to  the  efficiency  of  school  work  by  making 
the  school  attractive. 

12.  It  leads  to  intelligent  citizenship.

Parents  respond  fairly  well  to  suggestions,  more 
so  as  they  learn  what  we  are  trying  to  accomplish. 

The  general  health  has  been  good  and  with  very  little 
disease  of  a  contagious  nature. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  various  buildings  maintain 
a  very  high  average.

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

In  submitting  the  report  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen, 
we  are  sure  all  will  be  gratified  by  the  excellent  financial 
condition  of  our  Town.  Complete  details  of  our  financial 
condition  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

The  matter  of  more  adequate  housing  facilities  for 
Town  Officers,  as  stated  in  previous  reports,  is  still  receiv¬ 
ing  the  careful  consideration  of  your  Board.  A  new  safe 
was  purchased  for  the  Assessors’  Department,  and  we  are 
recommending  one  for  the  Accounting  Department.  In 
addition,  we  require  a  fireproof  vault,  which  we  are  also 
recommending.  The  vault  is  very  essential,  as  it  is  our  duty 
to  protect  the  documents  of  the  Town,  many  of  which  could 
not  be  replaced. 

Due  to  the  large  area  which  our  Town  covers,  the  steady 
influx  of  summer  visitors,  and  the  large  number  of  vacant 
houses  in  winter,  our  Police  and  Fire  Departments  are  of 
vital  importance. 

The  Fire  Department  is  working  towards  the  linking 
up  and  centralizing  of  its  present  system.  If  the  citizens 
at  the  coming  business  meeting  endorse  the  proposed  fire 
alarm  system,  a  progressive  step  will  have  been  made. 

The  Police  Department  is  handling  the  matter  of 
traffic  and  winter  protection  capably.  Parking  regulations 
adopted  by  this  Board  and  carried  out  by  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  are  made  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation  in  order  that  our 
residents  and  visitors  may  be  amply  protected. 

A  Planning  Board  is  being  sponsored  by  your  Board 
at  the  Annual  Meeting.  We  feel  that  this  Board  can  be  of 
great  use  to  the  Town  in  surveying  the  present  situation 
in  reference  to  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  various 
departments.  By  working  in  conjunction  with  the  citizens, 
carefully  studying  and  deliberating  on  our  problems,  con¬ 
structive  work  should  be  forthcoming.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1927,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant 
of  this  Division.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  fiscal  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1927,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  Town,  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  money  for 
the  Town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined 
and  checked  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  book  was  added;  the  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  de¬ 
partments  collecting  money  for  the  Town  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  Town  treasury; 
and  the  disbursements  were  compared  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  them.

The  cash  on  hand  January  16,  1928,  was  verified  and 
the  bank  balance  was  reconciled  with  statements  furnished 
by  Rockland  Trust  Company  and  Merchants  National  Rank 
of  Boston. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  table  showing  the  recon¬ 
ciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash. 

The  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitment  books  were  footed 
and  reconciled,  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  abatements  were  checked 
to  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted. 

The  outstanding  tax  accounts  were  listed  and  proved, 
being  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  Town. 

The  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  was  verified  by 
an  actual  count.  In  reconciling  the  collector’s  cash  balance, 
a  cash  overage,  amounting  to  $199.96  was  found,  which  is 
probably  due  to  the  collection  of  some  taxes  which  have 
not  been  entered  in  the  cash  book  or  posted  to  the  com¬ 
mitment  book. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcilia¬ 
tion  of  the  collector’s  cash  and  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts. 

The  accountant’s  ledger  was  examined  and  analyzed. 
The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk’s  records  of  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the 
Town,  and  the  recorded  charges  against  them  were  checked 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  payments.  The  transfers 
from  the  reserve  account  were  checked  with  the  records  of 
the  advisory  committee. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  licenses  issued  for  dogs  and 
for  hunting  and  fishing  were  examined,  and  the  payments 
to  the  county  and  the  state  treasurers,  respectively,  were 
verified. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men  and  the  board  of  health  were  examined,  and  the  re¬ 
ceipts  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  as 
shown  on  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and 
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of  the  moth  department,  as  well  as  the  records  of  receipts  of 
the  school  department,  were  examined  and  compared  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer.  In  checking  the  records  of 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  it  was  noted  that  there 
were  outstanding  fees  for  years  prior  to  1927.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  collect  these  outstanding 
accounts. 

The  surety  bonds  given  by  the  treasurer,  the  tax  col¬ 
lector,  and  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

The  savings  bank  books  in  the  custody  of  the  selectmen 
and  board  of  public  welfare,  representing  the  investments 
of  the  several  trust  funds,  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
as  recorded  on  the  books. 

Tables  showing  the  condition  of  the  funds,  together  with 
a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
as  of  December  31,  1927,  are  appended  to  this  report. 

For  the  cooperation  received  and  the  courtesies  extended 
by  the  several  town  officials  while  engaged  in  the  audit,  I 
wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express 
appreciation.

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  REMARKS 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  an  article  calling 
for  the  installing  of  a  police  signal  system,  consisting  of  red 
lights  placed  at  points  of  vantage,  at  North  Scituate,  Minot 
and  the  Harbor,  be  inserted  in  the  Town  warrant.  These 
lights  might  be  operated  from  the  various  fire  stations  and 
we  feel  that  the  results  to  be  obtained  would  more  than  jus¬ 
tify  the  expenditure. 

There  would  appear  to  be  urgent  need  of  reflectors,  to 
be  placed  at  some  of  the  curves  and  blind  corners  or  danger¬ 
ous  intersections  to  serve  as  a  warning  to  motorists  approach¬ 
ing  these  points.  I  have  particularly  in  mind  the  inter¬ 
sections  of  Stockbridge  Road  and  The  Country  Way,  also 
Hatherly  Road  and  Bailey’s  Causeway.  •  These  two  points 
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would  require  two  reflectors  each,  which  can  be  purchased 
for  approximately  fifty  dollars  apiece. 

Uniformity  in  traffic  signs,  size,  color,  etc.,  should  be 
adopted.  All  such  signs  should  be  designated  by  and  made 
up  under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen  and  conform 
to  existing  by-laws  or  traffic  regulations.  Stanchions  should 
be  provided,  wherever  practical,  supplanting  the  wooden 
bases  now  in  use. 

Each  succeeding  year  seems  to  bring  more  demands  for 
police  protection  especially  in  the  regulation  of  traffic,  and 
I  feel  considering  the  area  to  be  policed,  the  limited  number 
of  men  available  for  details,  that  the  officers  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  have  achieved  results  which  deserve  commendation 
from  the  citizens  they  serve,  and  I  personally  take  this  oc¬ 
casion  to  publicly  commend  them  for  their  loyalty  and  de¬ 
votion  to  their  various  tasks. 

We  are  pleased  at  all  times  to  entertain  constructive 
criticism. 

Information  which  may  assist  the  department  in  its 
work  is  always  welcome  and  confidences  given  are  too  deeply 
appreciated  to  be  violated. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  your  hon¬ 
orable  Board  and  to  the  citizens  for  their  valuable  coopera¬ 
tion  and  assistance  tendered  us  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Engineers  was  organized  at  a 
meeting  held  July  11,  1927,  with  the  following  officers:  Chief, 
Archie  W.  Torrey;  Assistant  Chief,  Maurice  O’Hern;  Second 
Assistant,  Louis  E.  Cole;  Clerk,  Albert  F.  Turner;  Third 
Assistant,  Philip  L.  Schuyler. 

For  the  year  1927  there  were  91  alarms  of  fire.  They 
are  recorded  as  follows:  grass  or  brush,  51;  house  or  building, 
17;  chimney,  15;  automobile,  3;  garage,  2;  and  out  of  town 
calls,  3.  Fortunately  we  had  no  serious  fires  during  the 
year,  the  greatest  loss  being  a  house  at  Hatherly  Beach. 

Our  chimney  fires  are  quite  numerous  and  expensive. 
Many  could  be  prevented  if  the  townspeople  would  cooperate 
with  us  and  keep  them  free  from  soot  and  creosote.  A 
package  or  two  of  “Imp”  powder  for  this  purpose  will  greatly 
remedy  conditions. 

The  engineers  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
shingle,  paint  and  repair  the  Fire  Stations,  also  to  make  al¬ 
terations  at  Station  Number  3,  which  they  have  done  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.  A  new  heater  has  been  installed 
in  Station  Number  1  with  provision  made  to  heat  a  tenement 
which  we  hope  to  add  in  the  future. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Chief  William  F.  Daley  of  the 
Brockton  Fire  Department,  we  twice  secured  the  services  of 
Deputy  Chief  John  A.  Murphy,  a  very  capable  and  com¬ 
petent  drill  master,  and  from  whom  many  useful  and  valu¬ 
able  structions  were  received. 

Our  system  of  relief  for  the  paid  men  was  so  uncertain 
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and  irregular,  we  thought  it  best  to  establish  a  permanent 
relief  man,  consequently  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  en¬ 
gage  a  man  for  this  position  and  the  plan  is  working  very 
successfully. 

We  have  purchased  and  put  into  service  1500  feet  of 
double  jacket  hose  for  our  pumps,  and  this  year  we  hope  to 
add  2000  feet  more. 

As  a  matter  of  investment  and  saving  of  money  for  the 
Town,  we  recommend  the  addition  of  a  tenement  to  Station 
Number  1  and  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  property  at  Green- 
bush  for  a  fire  station,  whereby  the  Town  will  receive  better 
protection  at  no  more  expense,  and  the  fire  station  problems 
will  be  solved  for  twenty-five  years  to  come. 

Having  made  a  survey  of  the  Glades  property,  we  ad¬ 
vise  the  installation  of  a  salt  water  suction  line  for  our  pumps 
to  couple  to,  which  will  allow  us  to  reach  any  hi  the  buildings 
on  this  estate;  also  recommend  a  plan  to  provide  a  reservoir 
in  the  brook  at  the  West  End,  thus  giving  these  property 
owners  much  better  fire  protection. 

Owing  to  the  overload  which  we  are  obliged  to  carry  on 
the  Ford  fire  truck  that  is  stationed  at  North  Scituate,  we 
find  that  we  are  severely  handicapped  in  making  headway 
on  the  road,  so  we  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of 
apparatus  comprising  a  two-ton  truck  with  a  two-hundred 
gallon  tank  and  pump,  a  capacity  of  1200  feet,  2}^-inch  hose, 
and  100  feet  of  ladders.  We  believe  this  piece  will  prove 
invaluable  for  North  Scituate,  Minot  and  the  West  End,  for 
forest  or  building  fires. 

The  weakest  feature  of  your  Eire  Department  at  pres¬ 
ent  is  the  incomplete,  inefficient  and  expensive  system  which 
you  employ  to  notify  your  call  firemen.  Therefore,  under 
advisement  of  the  New  England  Insurance  Exchange,  we 
recommend  and  strongly  urge  an  extension  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
System,  believing  it  is  the  next  step  for  the  Town  to  take 
for  the  better  protection  of  $10,000,000  of  wooden  structure. 
Having  looked  into  this  subject  very  thoroughly,  we  feel 
that  the  Town  should  give  this  matter  their  undivided  at¬ 
tention  and  consideration. 
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Building  and  garage  laws  are  much  needed  in  a  Town 
the  type  of  ours,  also  the  use  of  fire  resisting  roof  covering 
as  a  protective  measure  and  should  be  adopted  by  the  Town.

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

Preparation  for  the  year’s  work  was  made  by  pur¬ 
chasing  six  five-gallon  pump  cans,  a  goodly  supply  of 
chemicals,  three  hundred  feet  of  forest  hose,  one  dozen  of 
brooms,  and  repairing  the  forest  truck. 

Greater  care  should  be  used  in  the  burning  of  rubbish. 
Never  start  a  fire  in  the  open  on  a  windy  day  and  always 
be  sure  you  have  plenty  of  help  as  the  occasion  requires,  for 
your  neighbor’s  welfare  is  to  be  considered,  even  though 
you  may  be  careless  of  your  own.  Bear  in  mind  a  permit  to 
build  fires  in  the  open  is  required.  They  cost  you  nothing, 
but  to  burn  without  a  permit  makes  you  liable  to  arrest. 
I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2, £00  for  the  department 
the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Scituate,  Mass.,  January  1,  1928. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town : 

In  March,  1927,  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was 
evidently  your  pleasure  to  re-elect  John  W.  Burke,  and  at 
a  subsequent  meeting  the  Board  of  Health  was  organized 
with  the  same  presiding  officers. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  have  the  pleasure  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  for  the  past  year  there  have  been  fewer  cases  of 
contagious  diseases  and  fewer  complaints  made.  During 
the  year  there  have  been  eighteen  cases  reported — two  of 
chicken  pox,  seven  of  scarlet  fever,  three  of  tuberculosis, 
one  of  mumps,  four  of  whooping  cough,  and  one  of  measles. 

We  consider  that  at  the  beaches  the  condition  has  never 
been  better,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  appoint 
responsible  men  to  take  care  of  garbage  through  the  summer 
months  and  enable  residents  to  make  proper  disposal  of  the 
offal  at  a  nominal  expense.  All  not  availing  themselves  of 
the  privilege  thus  offered  will  be  amenable  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Inspections  of  the  milk  farms  in  town  have  been  made 
as  requested  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  it  has  been  unani¬ 
mously  voted  by  this  Board  to  require  all  milk  dealers 
to  obtain  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health,  full  require¬ 
ments  of  which  will  appear  in  the  published  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  that  will  be  issued  April  1,  1928. 

All  minor  matters  have  been  investigated  and  proper 
attention  given.  Received  $1,218.76  for  two  garbage  con¬ 
tracts.

During  the  year  1927  the  work  of  the  Scituate  Public 
Health  Nursing  Service  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  was  carried  on  in  its  usual  efficient  manner.  The 
membership  drive  was  conducted  by  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  Mrs.  Frank  Nason,  Chairman,  and  netted 
$153.25.  In  the  spring  the  cantata  Gallia  was  given  at  the 
Satuit  Theatre  and  the  proceeds  amounted  to  $116.70.  The 
receipts  from  the  Christmas  seals  were  the  largest  tlie  nurs¬ 
ing  service  ever  received,  totalling  $229.58.  In  July  the 
Flower  Day  brought  $156.41  into  the  treasury.  In  March 
a  pre-school  clinic  was  held  and  was  attended  by  forty-three 
children.  The  Emergency  Committee  with  the  cooperation 
of  Chief  of  Police  Stewart  fitted  up  very  completely  an 
emergency  room  at  Police  Headquarters,  a  lungmotor  being 
installed  there.

Report  of  the  Park  Commission 
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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


In  looking  back  over  the  past  year  we  think  we  have 
accomplished  a  great  deal  in  the  line  of  finished  work. 
Every  year,  as  our  park  system  expands,  we  find  additional 
pieces  of  work  which  have  to  be  completed  and  we  try  to 
use  our  best  judgment  to  expend  our  money  to  the  best 
advantage.  We  have  graded  and  seeded  the  grounds  around 
the  Cudworth  House,  also  in  front  of  the  high  school  build¬ 
ing,  and  hope  these  improvements  will  add  to  the  attractive¬ 
ness  of  these  places.  The  new  cement  walk  from  the  high 
school  building  to  the  annex  has  been  finished  and  is  being 
enjoyed  by  the  pupils  this  winter.  The  new  comfort  station 
at  the  Civic  Center  was  finished  and  opened  to  the  public 
last  fall. 

We  spent  $1,000  in  finishing  the  parking  space  at 
Minot.  This  completes  a  space  large  enough  so  that  150 
cars  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  free  parking  one  day  last 
summer. 

A  plot  at  the  Sand  Hills  has  been  curbed  and  graded  in 
response  to  numerous  requests  from  the  residents  of  that 
locality.  The  grounds  in  the  rear  of  the  high  school  build¬ 
ing  have  been  improved  but  are  still  in  a  very  rough  con¬ 
dition  and  should  be  ploughed  and  graded  this  coming 
summer.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

During  the  past  year  I  have  followed  my  customary 
policy  of  spending  as  much  of  my  appropriation  as  was  not 
absolutely  needed  for  repair  and  upkeep  work,  in  setting  out 
young  trees.  I  have  set  out  seventy-eight  trees  including 
maples,  lindens,  and  elms.  The  maintenance  of  young  trees 
is  by  no  means  an  unimportant  part  of  the  Tree  Warden’s 
work.  Young  trees  must  be  mulched  and  pruned,  and  the 
dead  limbs  must  be  cut  out.  Cavities  must  be  cleaned  and 
filled  with  cement;  splitting  and  cracking  must  be  prevented 
by  bolting,  and  numerous  other  needs  attended  to.  With 
the  constantly  increasing  number  of  trees,  the  expense  of 
their  upkeep  increases  likewise. 

I  have  been  struggling  along  as  well  as  possible  on  the 
limited  sum  allowed  me. 

The  value  of  healthy,  beautiful  trees  by  the  roadsides 
of  our  town  is  a  subject  that  too  often  has  been  discussed  to 
leave  excuse  for  further  argument. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  shown  an  interest  in  my 
work  in  the  past  and  hope  that  they  will  continue  to  show 
interest  in  the  future.

Report  of  Moth  Department 
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REPORT  OF  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 


Seituate,  Mass.,  February  1,  1928. 

The  condition  of  the  Town  at  the  present  time  with 
regards  to  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths  is  very  good.  Our 
shade  trees  and  orchards  are  in  much  better  condition  than 
in  years  past.  The  satin  moth  is  located  at  North  Seituate. 
The  colony  is  very  strong  in  numbers,  and  very  destructive 
to  trees  and  shrubs.  Spraying  must  be  applied  to  this  pest 
twice  in  the  season,  to  keep  it  under  control.  The  tent 
caterpillars  are  as  active  as  ever  and  very  destructive.  They 
will  strip  all  fruit  trees  in  a  few  days  if  not  attended  to  as 
soon  as  noticed. 

Our  Town  is  as  clean  as  can  be  expected.  Towns  sur¬ 
rounding  us  are  fighting  the  gypsy  moth  and  are  calling  on 
the  State  Forester  for  help  to  combat  this  pest.  The  State 
Forester  has  urged  again  this  year  to  work  harder  than  ever 
to  banish  these  pests  and  not  let  them  multiply  as  in  years 
past.

Report  of  Highway  Surveyor 
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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  as  Surveyor  of  Highways 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927.  The  work  of  this 
department  has  progressed  much  as  usual.  In  the  general 
work  about  forty  miles  of  highways  have  been  covered  with 
tar  and  sand.  In  addition  Central  Street  was  gravelled  and 
treated  with  tar. 

A  special  appropriation  enabled  us  to  improve  Studley 
Royal  by  applying  gravel  and  tar,  which  was  much  needed. 
At  present  there  are  few  streets  not  treated  with  tar. 
Included  in  these  are  Maple  Street  and  Cudworth  Road, 
which  should  be  done  next  season. 

Drainage  has  been  put  in  on  Mann  Lot  Road,  Captain 
Pierce  Road,  First  Parish  Road,  Brook  Street,  Willow  Street, 
and  Hatherly  Road. 

The  sidewalk  on  First  Parish  Road  from  Scituate  Sta¬ 
tion  to  Tilden  Road  has  been  rebuilt  and  resurfaced.  Other 
sidewalks  have  been  repaired  and  resurfaced  in  various  parts 
of  the  town.  The  highway  equipment  is  in  good  condition 
at  present,  both  for  road  work  and  snow  removal.

Some  of  this  work  was  in  Scituate,  much  more  of  it 
influenced  Scituate  farmers  directly  or  indirectly,  although 
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not  actually  in  Scituate.  For  instance,  most  of  the  thirty- 
six  demonstration  meetings  were  held  in  a  central  point  in 
the  county.  They  were  advertised  throughout  the  county 
and  well  attended  from  all  points  in  the  county.  Scituate 
farmers  are  on  our  mailing  lists,  and  they  received  their 
copies  of  the  forty-nine  circular  letters  that  were  sent  out. 

Some  of  your  Scituate  farmers  subscribed  to  our 
monthly  bulletin,  or  it  is  sent  to  them  gratis.  In  this  bulletin 
is  found,  month  by  month,  the  most  timely  information  that 
it  is  possible  for  us  to  secure,  being  constantly  in  touch  with 
the  best  sources  of  agricultural  subjects;  home  economics, 
including  cooking  recipes,  information  on  foods,  clothing  and 
millinery;  and  4-H  club  work  information  of  interest  to  farm 
or  rural  boys  and  girls. 

The  service  of  any  branch  of  the  Extension  Service  is 
entirely  and  always  at  your  disposal. 

Report  of  Home  Section 

Our  1927  records  show  that  five  hundred  Plymouth 
County  women  enrolled  in  home-making  projects  during 
the  year,  and  that  nine  hundred  and  fifty  more  received 
information  concerning  home  problems.  District  meetings 
were  held  and  thirty-four  local  groups  were  formed  to  study 
food  selection,  canning,  garment  making,  millinery,  kitchen 
improvement,  or  house  furnishing.  Twenty-one  of  our 
county  towns  were  represented  directly  in  the  program. 
Four  others  participated  in  the  district  meetings. 

Scituate  participated  in  the  Kitchen  Improvement  pro¬ 
gram  and  was  well  represented  at  district  meetings. 

Report  of  Club  Work 

This  past  year  there  was  an  enrollment  of  fifty-two  boys 
and  girls  in  the  4-H  garden  and  poultry  clubs  in  Scituate. 
Clubs  were  organized  in  the  Center  and  in  North  Scituate. 

Instruction  through  literature,  lectures,  demonstra¬ 
tions  and  visits  was  given  each  club  member.  The  members 
used  the  information  in  caring  for  their  own  flock  of  hens 
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Plymouth  County  Extension  Service 


or  garden  at  home.  Some  of  the  boys  exhibited  at  Marsh¬ 
field  Fair  and  won  prizes. 

4-H  club  work  carried  on  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Extension  Service  is  open  to  every  boy  and  girl  between  the 
ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  RULING

mitted  to  school  attendance  unless  such  child  has  attained 
the  age  of  five  years  and  eight  months  on  or  before  Sep¬ 
tember  1.” 

This  is  in  conformity  to  the  practice  of  many  towns 
throughout  the  State. 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Scituate: 

The  report  which  I  am  submitting  for  your  considera¬ 
tion,  in  its  statistics  deals  with  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1927,  as  that  constitutes  a  completed  period  of 
school  activities  for  which  figures  are  available.  In  this 
respect  a  school  report  might  more  properly  be  made  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year  rather  than  the  calendar  year.  Since 
the  town  fiscal  year  and  calendar  year  coincide,  however, 
it  is  customary  to  make  the  school  report  at  this  time  and 
so,  aside  from  its  statistics,  most  of  this  report  will  deal 
with  the  present  school  year  and  the  preparations  for  it 
made  during  the  past  summer. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  all  of  our  elementary 
teachers  return  to  their  respective  positions  in  September. 
One  additional  teacher,  Miss  Ethyl  A.  Oliver,  a  graduate 
of  the  three-year  course  at  Bridgewater  Normal  School, 
was  added  to  the  teaching  force  of  the  Hatherly  School,  as 
an  assistant  in  the  three  upper  grades. 

The  resignations  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 
and  two  assistants  were  received  at  the  end  of  the  year  or 
during  the  early  summer.  Mr.  Martin  had  served  as  head 
of  the  High  School  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  during  which 
time  he  stressed  through  his  own  efforts  and  those  of  his 
teaching  staff,  high  scholarship  and  good  citizenship.  Miss 
Pierson  and  Miss  Howe  had  both  done  consistently  credit¬ 
able  work  in  their  departments.  I  am  sure  that  our  best 
wishes  go  to  these  teachers  in  their  new  positions. 

Mr.  A.  Russell  C.  Cole,  for  the  past  five  years  Principal 
of  the  Maynard  High  School,  assumed  his  duties  as  our 
High  School  Principal  in  September.  Air.  Cole  came  to  us 
with  an  intimate  knowledge  of  secondary  school  affairs  and 
his  administration  of  the  school  deserves  commendation.  A 
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high  standard  of  scholarship  is  being  maintained,  and  Mr. 
Cole  has  the  loyalty  of  his  associates  and  pupils.  Miss 
Marion  Freeman,  formerly  a  teacher  in  the  Bath  (Maine) 
High  School  was  elected  to  the  Latin  and  French  position. 
No  successor  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Howe  as  it  was  possible,  by  making 
certain  readjusments  and  on  account  of  a  smaller  enroll¬ 
ment,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Household  Arts  Depart¬ 
ment  with  one  teacher,  without  impairing  its  efficiency. 
Under  this  arrangement  Miss  Glea  Cole,  a  graduate  of  the 
Household  Arts  Course  last  year  is  taking  charge  of  the 
cafeteria. 

Just  as  this  report  is  being  completed  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Barrows  has  been  received,  that  she  may  accept  a 
larger  and  more  attractive  position  in  Connecticut.  Miss 
Barrows  has  been  the  head  of  this  department  from  its 
beginning  and  her  going  means  a  real  loss  to  the  High  School 
organization.  Her  successor  has  not  yet  been  chosen. 

A  change  has  also  been  made  in  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  Dr.  Derby,  for  the  past  six  years  Scituate  School 
Dentist,  terminated  his  services  here  in  November  and  we 
were  fortunate  in  securing  Dr.  Parsons  as  his  successor. 

A  number  of  major  repairs  were  made  in  our  school- 
houses  during  the  past  summer,  the  work  for  the  most  part 
being  let  out  on  bids.  The  Hatherly  schoolhouse  roof  was 
reshingled  and  one  of  the  schoolrooms  painted.  At  the 
Jenkins  School  about  sixty  pupils’  desks  were  refinished  and 
the  basement  whitened.  The  driveways  to  both  of  these 
buildings  were  treated  with  a  coating  of  tarvia. 

The  interiors  of  all  rooms  at  the  High  School  were 
painted  and  calcimined  and  new  shades  provided  for  all  the 
windows,  these  improvements  making  a  very  agreeable 
change  in  the  appearance  of  the  inside  of  the  building.  In 
addition  to  this  the  heating  system  was  thoroughly  inspected 
and  additions  made  which  have  increased  very  much  its 
heating  efficiency.  This  included  more  radiation  in  two  of 
the  rooms,  ventilator  caps  for  the  tops  of  the  stacks,  and  the 
installation  of  special  valves  on  the  feed  pipes.  . 
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During  the  present  school  year,  electric  lighting  fixtures 
have  been  installed  in  all  the  rooms  at  the  Jenkins  School 
and  in  one  more  room  at  the  Hatherly  School.  Window 
shades  have  been  purchased  for  each  of  the  classrooms  at 
the  Jenkins  School.  A  few  pieces  of  school  furniture  have 
also  been  added. 

My  recommendations  for  the  coming  year  include  the 
placing  of  shades  in  the  Hatherly  building  and  the  House¬ 
hold  Arts  Department  of  the  High  School,  filling  in  around 
the  back  and  sides  of  the  Jenkins  School  with  good  gravel 
or  other  suitable  material  to  eliminate  the  muddy  condition 
that  exists  in  the  spring  and  during  the  warm  days  of  winter, 
and  alterations  at  the  Hatherly  building  to  provide  for 
another  classroom. 

The  last  recommendation  may  need  some  explanation. 
In  this  school  there  are  five  classrooms  and  eight  grades. 
Under  the  present  conditions  it  is  necessary  to  have  double 
grades  in  three  of  the  rooms.  It  seems  entirely  likely  that 
on  account  of  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  each  grade 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  Grades  I  and  II  in  separate 
rooms  another  year.  This  would  mean  combining  Grades 
VII  and  VIII,  making  a  total  of  not  less  than  forty  pupils, 
which  would  not  be  a  desirable  arrangement;  a  sixth  room 
could  be  used  to  good  advantage.  The  plan  that  we  have  in 
mind  for  accomplishing  this  work  contemplates  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  about  $4,000,  which  is  approximately  the  amount 
that  was  turned  back  to  the  excess  and  deficiency  account 
by  the  School  Department  at  the  end  of  1927. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  stated  that  an  evening  school 
program  for  classes  in  Americanization  might  profitably  be 
incorporated  as  a  part  of  our  public  school  work.  Follow¬ 
ing  out  that  suggestion  an  evening  school  of  two  classes 
was  started  at  the  Hatherly  building  on  Octob  r  10.  In 
the  beginners  class  there  are  seven  adults  enrolled  and  in 
the  intermediate,  seventeen,  the  former  being  in  charge  of 
Mrs.  George  W.  Burrill,  and  the  latter  of  Miss  Anne  L. 
Cunneen.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  having  a  teacher  pre¬ 
pared  to  take  charge  of  this  work.  In  addition  to  her  two 
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years’  experience  in  teaching  evening  classes,  Miss  Cunneen 
had  completed  teacher-training  courses  in  Americanization 
and  received  her  state  certificate  for  this  work.  I  feel  that 
our  evening  .school  has  been  entirely  worth  while.  The  inter¬ 
est  and  progress  of  the  pupils  have  been  steady.  It  may  be 
well  to  add  that  as  long  as  we  meet  State  requirements  and 
approval,  the  Town  is  reimbursed  for  one-half  the  instruction 
cost  of  these  classes. 

May  I  again  bring  to  your  attention  the  need  of  an 
enlargement  in  our  schoolhouse  facilities.  For  the  past  two 
years  the  entering  classes  in  both  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins 
Schools  have  been  large.  If  this  increase  is  normal,  which 
seems  likely,  both  of  these  schools  will  be  overcrowded  in 
the  near  future.  To  meet  this  problem  the  plan  which  seems 
most  feasible  and  that  is  in  accordance  with  approved  edu¬ 
cational  procedure,  is  to  build  a  sizable  addition  or  addi¬ 
tions  onto  the  present  High  School  to  accommodate  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  both  the  Hatherly  and  Jenkins 
Schools,  making  a  combined  Junior-Senior  High  School.  At 
the  same  time  provision  should  be  made  for  a  new  assembly 
hall  and  a  gymnasium.  These  are  frequently  closely  con¬ 
nected  being  separated  by  movable  partitions  and  on 
occasions  may  be  thrown  into  one  room  to  accommodate 
large  gatherings.  Very  necessary  adjuncts  of  the  gymnasium 
are  shower  baths  and  dressing  rooms  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  The  present  manual  training  quarters  are  entirely 
inadequate,  being  small,  poorly  lighted  and  heated,  and  any 
new  construction  should  take  care  of  the  needs  of  this 
department.  If  all  of  these  requirements  are  properly  met, 
the  new  building  investment  must  be  substantial. 

Purchases  of  supplies  this  year  have  included  more 
than  one  hundred  volumes  for  the  High  School  library,  a 
set  of  Carpenter's  World  Travels  for  each  of  the  elmentary 
schools,  an  electric  refrigerator  for  the  use  of  the  Household 
Arts  classes,  and  a  Wallace  Bench  Planer  and  Clark  Port¬ 
able  Sander  for  the  use  of  the  Manual  Trailing  Department. 
Fire-resisting  filing  cabinets  have  also  been  placed  in  the 
offices  of  the  High  School  Principal  and  the  Superintendent. 
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In  closing,  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of 
the  High  School  Principal,  the  Music  and  Art  Supervisors, 
the  School  Physician,  the  School  Dentist  and  the  School 
Nurse.  The  usual  statistical  tables  are  appended.

REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Harold  C.  Wingate , 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Sciluate,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Scituate  High  School. 
The  total  enrollment  of  pupils  for  the  scholastic  year  begin¬ 
ning  September  7,  1927,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  observations  included  herein  cover  but  a  short 
period  of  the  school  year  (sixteen  weeks)  and  conclusions 
made  are  based  on  that  premise.  The  work  of  the  opening 
weeks  of  the  school  year  was  facilitated  by  the  completed 
efforts  of  my  predecessor.  His  accomplishments  during  the 
years  of  his  service  are  clearly  evidenced. 

The  progress  of  the  work  in  the  different  departments 
has  been,  I  believe,  satisfactory,  the  pupils  in  general  mani¬ 
festing  a  proper  interest  in  their  various  subjects  and  their 
reaction  to  increased  duties  is  favorable. 

Clubs  have  been  formed  in  some  of  the  departments  to 
further  the  interest  and  to  enlarge  the  field  of  study  in  those 
departments;  namely,  the  French  and  Latin  Club  in  the 
Language  Department;  the  History  Club  in  the  History 
Department;  and  the  Radio  Club  in  the  Science  Depart¬ 
ment.  These  clubs,  I  believe,  will  bring  material  benefit  to 
the  pupil.  The  acquisition  of  new  books  of  reference  for  our 
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library,  supplementing  different  courses  of  study,  has  greatly 
aided  the  pupils  and  teachers  in  their  work. 

There  is  need  of  a  room  in  the  building  to  accommodate 
all  pupils  having  a  study  period  during  any  period  of  the 
day,  and  to  be  used  solely  as  a  study  room.  Pupils  find  it 
impossible  to  study  satisfactorily  in  a  room  in  which  a  class 
is  being  conducted,  and  a  recitation  in  progress.  It  deprives 
them  of  time  that  under  favorable  conditions  would  permit 
concentration  on  the  preparation  of  their  assignments. 

A  course  in  vocational  guidance  added  to  our  curricu¬ 
lum  and  open  to  all  pupils  would,  I  feel,  meet  a  pressing 
need.  Too  many  pupils,  ignorant  of  what  the  different  voca¬ 
tions  offer,  go  through  high  school,  graduate,  and  find  them¬ 
selves  uncertain  as  to  what  line  of  work  to  follow.  A  detailed 
study  and  exposition  in  this  field  would  properly  direct  the 
individual  to  a  fitting  and  suitable  occupation. 

The  recommendation  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
for  physical  education  in  the  high  school  is  imperfectly 
carried  out.  We  organize  a  few  athletic  teams  and  engage 
in  seasonable  contests.  While  these,  I  believe,  are  necessary 
and  beneficial  when  properly  subordinated  to  the  regular 
school  study,  the  problem  of  financing  these  activities  is 
difficult.  The  cost  of  equipping  athletic  teams  and  defray¬ 
ing  the  expenses  of  a  season  in  the  various  sports  is  con¬ 
siderable,  and  methods  used  to  raise  sufficient  funds  for  this 
purpose  frequently  meet  with  criticism  and  opposition. 

An  appropriation  by  the  Town  to  aid  the  school  in 
carrying  out  this  program  of  physical  education  would 
greatly  relieve  the  conditions  mentioned. 

Senior  Commercial  pupils  numbering  thirteen  have  won 
twenty  awards  in  shorthand  and  thirty-two  awards  in  type¬ 
writing.  These  awards  are  given  by  the  different  type¬ 
writer  companies  and  the  Gregg  Company.  All  papers  are 
corrected  by  them  and  a  mark  of  ninety -five  per  cent  must 
be  obtained.  In  shorthand,  eleven  have  won  the  sixty  word 
certificate;  seven  have  their  eighty  word  certificate,  and  two 
have  won  the  one  hundred  word  certificate.  The  dictation 
is  on  new  matter,  generally  Congressional  Reports,  given  for 
five  minutes  at  the  above  rates. 
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The  mechanical  drawing  course  conducted  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  manual  training  work  is  proving  popular  and 
instructive.  In  all  the  projects  undertaken  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  complete  drawings  have  to  be  submitted  before  the 
actual  work  begins.  The  design,  cost  and  time  are  some  of 
the  important  items  considered. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  finished  articles  and  drawings 
will  be  on  display  at  the  Welch  Lumber  Company  during 
the  latter  part  of  February. 

The  work  in  the  Mathematics  and  Science  Department 
and  also  in  the  Language  Department  is  meeting  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  College  Entrance  Board. 

I  would  like  at  this  point  and  through  this  medium  to 
make  recognition  of  those  gifts  made  to  the  high  school  by 
individuals  and  organizations  who  so  generously  indicate 
their  interest  in  the  school. 

In  closing  this  report  may  I  express  my  gratification 
to  the  pupils  of  the  school  for  their  willing  adaptation  to 
the  somewhat  new  conditions,  to  the  teachers  for  their 
sincere  cooperation,  to  the  citizens  for  their  interest  and 
support,  and  to  you,  Superintendent,  for  the  valuable 
assistance  and  constructive  counsel  given  me  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  discharge  of  my  duties.

Dear  Sir:  In  considering  this  report,  I  have  been  able 
to  review  the  results  of  the  music  work  in  our  schools  with 
a  degree  of  satisfaction  never  before  attained.  Our  objec¬ 
tives  are  no  longer  a  vision ;  but  a  definite  and  realized  con¬ 
dition  which  justifies  the  dignified  place  accorded  us  in  the 
curriculum. 

May  I  say  that  first  of  all  comes  our  gratitude  for  your 
own  understanding  and  liberal  attitude  toward  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  the  subject;  your  prompt  response  with  needed 
material  that  has  contributed  so  largely  to  the  grade  of 
work  to  which  we  now  call  your  attention  with  pride.  I 
want  also  to  mention  the  portable  organ  recently  installed 
at  Jenkins  School  to  the  delight  of  teachers  and  pupils 
alike.  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  unfail¬ 
ing  support  and  cooperation  received  from  principals  and 
teachers,  which  I  acknowledge  with  deep  appreciation. 

We  are  now  realizing  as  a  matter  of  natural  develop¬ 
ment  one  of  the  fundamental  objectives  of  education, 
namely,  a  worthy  use  of  leisure,  through  the  organization 
of  a  number  of  smaller  groups;  thus  socializing  a  subject 
whibh  lends  itself  better  than  any  other  in  the  curriculum, 
to  such  phases.  The  advanced  vocal  groups  are  as  rapidly 
as  possible  being  divided  into  quartet  units,  a  plan  success¬ 
fully  followed  elsewhere,  and  one  X  have  long  wished  to 
adopt.  Similar  instrumental  groups  are  being  formed. 

The  possibilities  of  such  units,  carried  to  a  high  degree 
of  efficiency,  are  of  inestimable  importance  in  their  contacts 
with  our  community  life;  and  this  last  is,  as  you  know,  my 
own  evaluation  of  my  work  as  your  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Substantial  checks  during  the  past  year  from  the 
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Woman's  Club,  the  Welfare  League,  the  Mt.  Hope  Improve¬ 
ment  Association,  for  orchestral  material,  and  the  beautiful 
cello  recently  presented  to  the  High  School  Orchestra  by 
the  Scituate  Police  Association  are  gratefully  acknowledged 
as  indicating  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  what  these  boys  and  girls  are  trying  to  do. 

The  fact  that  we  are  now  able  to  contribute  acceptable 
and  valued  members,  vocal  and  instrumental,  to  practically 
every  local  organization  cannot  be  too  highly  valued  — 
and  we  may  say  quite  frankly  that  we  have  only  begun  to 
do  what  we  hope  to  do  in  this  way. 

This  is  not  only  my  life  work,  but  is  the  work  of  my 
heart  tendered  to  the  children  of  Scituate  so  that  we  may 
some  day  have  in  reality  —  Music  for  Every  Child  and  Every 
Child  for  Music.  I

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART

My  Dear  Sir:  I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1927.  The  subject  matter  taught  in  the  Art  Department 
and  the  various  outlets  for  this  subject  matter  have  been 
so  definitely  outlined  in  previous  reports  that  I  simply 
refer  to  those  reports,  anyone  interested  in  the  aims  and 
methods  now  being  used.  As  to  the  development  of  the  work 
in  Scituate,  this  can  be  said:  When  a  supervisor  has  been 
in  the  same  place  a  few  years,  she  can  follow  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  work  as  it  is  seen  in  the  interest  of  the  children 
and  in  their  ability  to  do  the  work  from  grade  to  grade. 
The  growth  of  the  ability  to  do  and  the  success  of  the 
vocabulary  method  in  the  carrying  on  from  year  to  year 
may  be  shown  in  the  following  statements. 

High  School  classes  are  now  doing  work  which  could 
not  have  been  done  a  few  years  ago  when  there  was  no 
background  of  grade  work.  The  High  School  was  then  doing 
work  now  properly  done  in  Grades  V  and  VI.  The  elemen¬ 
tary  grades  are  now  doing  work  then  done  in  the  grammar 
grades.  To  this  vocabulary  method  has  been  added  work 
in  creative  expression  and,  in  the  High  School,  work  from 
the  models.  Because  some  children  may  never  really  master 
draftmanship,  of  as  great  importance  as  the  development 
in  actual  handwork  is  the  growth  of  interest  in  and  love  for 
the  work.  This  leads  eventually  to  an  appreciation  of  all 
art  work  and  an  ability  to  see  beauty  in  everything.  There 
is  no  lack  of  interest  in  Scituate.  Because  of  the  fine  leaders 
Scituate  has  given  to  art  education,  Scituate  Schools  have 
an  added  interest  in  art  work. 

With  the  room  teacher,  perhaps  more  than  she  realizes, 
rests  a  great  deal  of  the  responsibility  for  the  success  of  the 
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work.  Under  the  same  supervisor  the  attitude  in  different 
rooms  may  be  entirely  opposite.  It  is  only  fair  to  give 
credit  to  our  regular  teachers. 

As  to  equipment:  Of  course  the  new  ideal  for  all  schools, 
Elementary  and  Grammar  as  well  as  High  School,  is  to 
have  an  art  room  in  which  all  materials  for  drawing,  cutting, 
painting  and  modelling  are  kept.  To  this  room  all  classes 
come  for  the  art  lessons  to  work  at  tables  or  easels.  This  is, 
of  course,  impossible  in  Scituate,  but  is  mentioned  here  to 
show  the  new  trend. 

The  art  room  at  High  School  is  greatly  appreciated. 
Much  can  be  done  to  make  this  room  of  even  greater  value. 
We  are  arranging  hangings  and  light  shades,  the  expense 
here  being  met  by  the  money  earned  by  the  department  in 
cooperation  with  the  Music  Department.  A  set  of  carving 
tools  for  block  printing  work  has  been  ordered  with  the 
money  won  at  Marshfield  Fair.  The  Art  Club  organized 
this  year  finds  its  only  difficulty  in  arranging  meetings 
which  do  not  interfere  with  the  schedule. 

The  club  has  received  a  splendid  gift  from  Mrs.  Walter 
Sargent  in  the  four  books  from  Dr.  Sargent's  personal  li¬ 
brary.  Because  of  the  love  and  appreciation  Scituate  boys 
and  girls  had  for  Dr.  Sargent,  the  Art  Club  is  happy  and 
proud  to  receive  these  books  as  the  first  gift  to  their  Art 
Boom  Library. 

The  teachers  room  at  High  School  is  under  construc¬ 
tion  for  re-decoration.  It  is  hoped  that  permanent  hangings 
may  be  had  for  the  assembly  hall  so  that  the  platform  may 
be  enclosed  as  a  stage  for  class  plays  and  assembly  enter¬ 
tainments.  I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  has  contributed 
to  the  support  of  this  department.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


To  the  School  Committee ,  Scituate,  Mass.: 

I  have  frequently  visited  the  schools  during  the  past 
year,  either  in  response  to  calls  or  for  the  purpose  of  exam¬ 
ining  the  pupils.  All  the  pupils  in  the  first  eight  grades  have 
been  examined  individually.  There  have  been  no  epidemics 
thus  far  this  year,  and  the  number  of  contageous  diseases 
has  been  practically  nil. 

We  are  planning  to  give  the  preventive  treatment  for 
diphtheria  to  all  who  wish,  and  for  that  reason  blank  forms 
have  been  sent  to  parents  for  their  consent,  forty-five  have 
responded,  and  there  will  be  about  fifteen  more,  which  is  a 
fairly  good  start,  as  the  remainder  will,  I  think,  follow  next 
year  when  thev  see  how  little  trouble  or  discomfort  is  caused 
by  the  preventive  treatment.  This  treatment  is  indorsed  by 
all  insurance  companies,  and  public  health  departments. 
The  law  with  regard  to  vaccination  for  small  pox  is  being 
inforeed. 

The  need  for  a  gymnasium  at  the  High  School  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  apparent  each  year.  The  need  for  shower  baths 
after  strenuous  exercise,  a  hall  for  indoor  sports  during 
inclement  weather  will  become  more  useful  as  the  physical 
side  of  school  training  is  more  stressed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTIST 


Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  On  December  9,  1927,  the  dental  clinic  in  the 
Scituate  Schools  was  taken  over  by  me.  Examinations  were 
made  through  the  fourth  grade  at  Jenkins  and  through  the 
fifth  grade  at  Hatherly.  The  actual  work  being  imperative, 
the  rest  of  the  examinations  were  postponed. 

Child  welfare  specialists  are  agreed  that  the  early 
dental  work  performed  on  young  children  is  amply  repaid 
in  good  health.  With  this  idea  in  mind  work  was  started  on 
the  first  grade,  gradually  working  upwards  to  the  higher 
grades.  Each  year  the  little  first  graders  receive  this  atten¬ 
tion,  becoming  accustomed  to  going  to  the  dentist  regularly 
as  a  matter  of  course,  in  much  the  same  way  as  they  go  to 
the  barbers. 

The  District  Nurse  assists  in  the  clinic  making  the 
appointments,  keeping  the  records,  etc.,  thus  saving  the 
dentist  time,  and  enabling  him  to  see  more  children  per  day. 

A  great  medical  authority  has  said  that  the  next  step 
in  preventive  medicine  lies  in  dentistry.  We  believe  that 
preventive  dentistry  in  the  schools  will  do  much  to  safe¬ 
guard  and  prolong  the  lives  of  our  coming  generation,  and 
we  hope  to  make  the  school  dental  clinic  in  Scituate  a  real 
factor  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  community.
